Have Priority Over 
Debt Reduction. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (UP) 
—Demands of House Repub- 
licans that $3,836,000,000 be ear- 
marked for tax reduction tonight 
blocked a compromise on a legis- 
lative budget limiting federal 
spending to $32,500,000,000 in fiscal 
948. 


The budget-tax impasse snarled 
the entire congressional fiscal pro- 
gram, 

Republican members of a House- 
Senate conference committee were 
reported reliably to have agreed 
yesterday on a compromise of- 
fered by Senate members. In a 
closed meeting today, however, the 
House Republicans reversed them- 
selves and rejected it, 

The vote in the committee was 
on a compromise reduction of $5,- 
000,000 in President Truman’s 
$37,500,000,000 budget. The House 
earlier had voted for a six billion 
saving. The Senate reduced it to 
$4,500,000,000, 

Cause of Deadlock. 

Some conferees said later the 
deadlock resulted from House de- 
mands that tax reduction be given 
priority over a public debt cut in 
earmarking any budget saving. 

Senate conferees indicated they 
would stand pat on their position 
that at least two billion dollars 
first should. be earmarked for 
debt reduction. They were willing 
to specify in general terms that a 
“substantial amount” be used to 
reduce taxes. They did not think 
a specific figure should be set 
aside for this purpose. ’ 

The House Republican leader- 
ship ‘was undestood to have per- 
suaded its Republican conferees 
that priority for tax reduction was 
necessary in view of pending leg- 
islation to trim personal taxes.

Workers union announced shortly 
after midnight it had reached an 
agreement with tRe big four rub- 
ber companies for a wage increase 
of 11% cents‘an hour. 

A union .spokesman said the 
increase would be retroactive to 


Feb. 2. 

He announced also that the 
union had called off its walkout, 
scheduled for midnight Sunday in 
42 plants of Goodyear, Goodrich, 
Firestone, and United States Rub- 
ber in 20 states, producing about 
90 per cent of the nation’s tires. 
The strike would have affected 
110,000 workers. 

Negotiations broken off last 
Sunday night, were resumed 
shortly before 6 p.m. yesterday. 

The company representatives 
and the union’s bargaining com- 
mittee were only six cents apart 
when negotiations were resumed, 
the union demanding a wage boost 
of 16 cents an hour and the com- 
pany offering 10. The union 
originally asked for 26 cents. 

Until company representatives 
appeared before the wunion’s 
bargaining committee in a down- 
town hotel, there had been no 
indication the talks would be re- 
vived, ! 

The strike had been called only 
against the Big Four companies, 
and the union had asked workers 
in other companies to remain at 
their jobs, Tris was generally in- 
terpreted in the industry as an 
indication that any pattern set 
for the Big Four would be gen- 
erally followed in the other plants. 

In Akron where 45,000 of the 
Big Four’s production employes 
work, the avérage hourly wage 
has been $1.34 for a 36-hour week.

financed welfare agencies in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county adopt 


a policy of refusing to use any of 


their funds for direct relief, in 
order to “bring the state legis- 
lators to their senses” was made 
yesterday by social welfare lead- 


a 

Henry Hitchcock, a member of 
the board of directors of the St. 
Louis Provident Association! and 
chairman of the Community Chest 
drive last fall, made the sugges- 
tion. ‘Ralph Ormsby, executive di- 
rector of the Family Service 
Agency of St. Louis County, said 
he agreed with Hitchcock. 

“I wonder if it might not brin 
the legislators to their senses, 
Hitchcock told the Post-Dispatch, 
“if all the agencies in St. Louis 
took the attitude that direct re- 
lief is the state’s responsibility, 
which it is, and refuse to assume 
ae for administering 
t? 


Ormsby told a reporter, “T think 
that if all the agencies adopted 
such a policy, it would help ta 
bring additional pressure on the 


degisiature to force the adoption 


of an adequate appropriation.” 

State Relief Supplemented. 
Both the Provident Association 
and the Family Service Agency 
already have adopted such a pol- 
icy. The former adopted the pol- 
icy in April 1946, but still supple- 
ments state direct relief payments 
in cases which it is handling, 
when this is found to be neces- 


sary. 
Ormsby said his agency began 


turning down applicants in cases |- 


where the need was only for funds 
last July 1. Since adoption of the 
policy, the agency has had 60 
fewer cases a month he said. 

“The policy was adopted by the 
Family Service Agency because 
our funds are too smal) to handle 
direct relief cases, which are a 
public responsibility 
Ormsby said. “We never had 
many applicants for relief, pos- 
sibly 15 or 20 in a month. Since 
adopting the policy, we refer any 
such cases that come to us to the 
public agency.” . 

_ Both the Family Service Agency 
and the Provident Association are 
supported with funds of the Com- 
munity Chest, as are most of the 
other welfare agencies in the St. 
Louis-St. Louis county area. 

of Community Fund. 

Hitchcock pointed out that the 
money raised by the Community 
Chest in its annual fund cam- 

is intended for case work 
by the various affiliated welfare 
and charitable agencies. 

“However,” he said, “each year 
the Chest has to take over general 
relief work because of failure of 
the Legislature to appropriate suf- 
ficient funds to care for the indi- 
gents and unemployables. All the 
money thus diverted to general 
relief, cuts down the rehabilitation 
work that can be done by the wel- 
fare agencies.” 

Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, president 
of the Missouri Association of 
Social Welfare, expressed the 
opinion that “a great many of the 
legislators Go not understand the 
difference between private and 
public relief work.” : 

Emphasizing that Community 
Chest funds are fox rehabilitation 
work and “not just to keep the

“I think that the suggestion that 
all welfare agencies decline direct 
relief cases possibly is a good one, 
but, so long as people are starving, 
there is not much that private 
agencies can do but help where 
they can.

REFUSES OVERTIME WORK 


Stand Has Slowed Operations, Plant Head 
Says — Action Believed Résult of 
Loss in Arbitration. 


Operations have been slowed at 
the Granite City Steel Co. and the 
plant faces a threatened paraly- 
sis, Hayward Niedringhaus, presi- 
dent, asserted yesterday, because 
machinists are refusing to work 
overtime even at premium wage 
rates. a 

A letter last Monday from 
Lioyd Weber, business agent of 
the International Association of 
Machinists, informed the com- 
pany that beginning tomorrow 
“all members” of his organization 


with a schedule negotiated last 
summer between the union and 
the company, In oral discussion, 
both Weber and the union shop 
committee informed company rep- 
resentatives this meant no over- 
time work, 

The union decision is believed to 
be the outgrowth of the union’s 
loss of an arbitration award fol- 
lowing a long strike last year. The 
union had sought overtime pay for 
all work done on Saturday or Sun- 
day regardless of whether the par- 
ticular Saturday or Sunday fell 
within a 40-hour week or not, 


Prior Practice. 


The practice prior to the strike 
was for machinists, who are main- 
tenance and repair men in the 
plant, to remain on a job until the 
succeeding shift reported and was 
able to take over. This sometimes 
required them to work for nine or 
10 hours when a serious break- 
down occurred. Under the present 
decision, the men will walk off the 
job at the end of eight hours re- 
gardless of whether the succeeding 
shift is ready to take over. . 
Weber told the Post-Dispatch 
the schedule was one worked 
out with the company after ‘they 
had agreed to arbitrate the Satur- 
day ‘and Sunday premium pay is- 
sue. He said the company bol- 
stered its case with the arbitra- 
tion board by introducing the 
schedule in evidence. 

Shortly after the men returned 
to work last August, he said, sev- 
eral of them who were engaged 
on a “hot” job, remained on the 
job after the end of the eight-hour 
shift. As a result, Weber said, 
the company posted a warning 
against such a practice unless the 
men were specifically authorized 
to work overtime their fore- 
men. The warning, he said, “vir- 
tually accused the men of stealing 
overtime” and aroused their re- 
sentment, whereupon they decided 
to work eight hours daily and no 


more. 
Weber told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter when company representa- 
tives said the union’s decision 
would require them to engage 
more machinists, he replied: 
“We'll send you some, how many 
do you need?” ; 
The company retorted, Weber 
said: “We don’t know.” When 
asked by a reporter why the plant 
could not be kept open by the 
hiring of additional machinists, 
Niedringhaus said they were not 
available. 

Offer on Sunday Work. 
Union representatives told’ the 
company men, Niedringhaus said, 
about 40 machinists who now work 
a Monday through Friday sched- 
ule would not report for work to- 
morrow unless their schedule is 
shifted to one on a rotating basis, 
whereby they will work one Sun- 
day in three. Their absence, he 
said, will not halt operations,

The effect of halting overtime 
work, Niedringhaus said, will be to 
delay unduly certain repair jobs 

to continuous operation of the 
plant. He cited a recent break- 
down in a'cutting machine in the 
continuous hot strip rolling mill 
which occurred near the end of 
the shift. The men quit on time 
and the succeeding crew was de- 
layed an hour or so getting the 
job set up for repairs. This ordi- 
narily would have been performed 
by the previous crew, he said. 

Niedringhaus said no continu- 
ous-operation industry could main- 
tain production under such a han- 
dicap and he predicted eventual 
paralysis of operations if it is 
continued, 

Weber said he told company 
representatives the men would 
willingly work on the wartime 
schedule established by Presi- 
dential Executive Order 9240, 
which established the work week 
as from Monday through Friday 
and specified Saturday and Sun- 
days as sixth and seventh days 

ng overtime rates. 

The steel plant was closed for 
150 days last year by the machin- 
ists’ strike.

DAYLIGHT SAVING CITED 
AS RECREATION CENTER AID 


Henry F. Chadeayne Says Repeal Would 
Curtail Activities at Settle- 
ment Houses. 


Recreation centers which serve 
thousands of St. Louisans would 
be forced to curtail their outdoor 
activities if the city’s daylight sav- 


ing ordinance were repealed, 
Henry F. Chadeayne, president of 
the Socia] Planning Council, said 
yesterday in adding his indorse- 
ment to the campaign for reten- 
tion of daylight saving. 

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce also came out against re- 
eal, 

“If daylight saving time is taken 
away in the April 1 election, Cha- 
deayne said, there would be disas- 
trous cuts in attendance at our 
district settlement house recrea- 
tion programs which enhance the 
lives of thousands of people. 
When these facilities are not able 
to be used, a broad portion of the 
city’s population is handicapped 
and deprived of a definite benefit.” 
Last summer’s attendance at 
recreation centers operated by the 
150 agencies affiliated with the 
Planning Council totaled 768,000, 
Chadeayne reported. Affiliated or- 
ganizations include such agencies 
as the Boys’ Club, ‘Y¥Y.M.C.A., 
Y.W.C.A., Neighborhood Associa- 
tion, St. Leo’s Center, Wesley 
House and Kingdom House. 
“Attendance at the group-work 
activities of many of these agen- 
cies jumped immediately when 
wartime daylight saving went into 
effect,” he said. “Attendance con- 
tinued at the same high level last 
year, because daylight saving time 


permitted the wage earners and 
young people to participate in 
these programs, If it is taken 
away from them, many of these 
organizations will unquestionably 
have to curtail their outdoor ac- 
tivities. I don’t think anyone will 
question their broad benefit to 
the entire city.” 

William L. Weiss, president of 
the Junior Chamber, said repeal 
of daylight saving would be “a 
tragic mistake,” depriving both 
children and workers of outdoor 
recreational opportunities. 

“One of*the most important ac- 
tivities of the Junior Chamber is 
the Youth Activities Committee 
which works with the boys and 
girls of St. Louis,” he gaid. “With 
an added hour in which to expend 
their natural energy, thousands of 
youngsters will be kept off the 
streets after dark. As Circuit 
Judge Michael Scott of the Juve- 
nile Court pointed out today, St. 
Louis now has one of the lowest 
juvenile delinquency rates in the 
country. Let’s keep it that way.” 

The Citizens’ Committee to Op- 
pose the Repeal of .Daylight Sav- 
ing Time, under the chairmanship 
of Fred J. Hoffmeister, is’ warn- 
ing voters not to be confused by 
the ballot in the April 1 election. 
To vote for retention of daylight 
saving, one must vote “no” 
scratching out “yes” on the ballot.

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628 WASHINGTON LOBBYISTS’ 
PAY TOPS $3,500,000 A YEAR 


Registrations So Far Include Only About 15 
Per Cent of Those Seeking to 
Influence Legislation. ,

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, March 22—Six 
hundred and twenty-eight persons 
with total annual salaries of more 
than $3,500,000 have registered 
with Congress under the Federal 
Regulation of Lobbying Act, a tab- 
ulation by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closes, 

Included in the list are repre- 
sentatives of all the well-known 
pressure groups active in Wash- 
ington—veterans, labor, industry, 
farm, business, public utility, 
transportation, special interest, 
professional and religious organi- 
zations. 

No one knows how many per- 
sons attempt to influence legisla- 
tion during a session of Congress, 
but the commonly used maximum 
estimate of Washington lobbyists 
is 4000. If this is correct, only 
about 15 per cent of the lobbyists 
have registered under the act. 

It can be assumed that a pro- 
portion of those who have not reg- 
istered are those whose activities 
would not stand public scrutiny. 


Others, to comply with the law, § 


will submit data on their legisla- 
tive activities before engaging in 
them. Registrations still are re- 
ceived almost daily. 

Included among those who have 
gone on record are many lawyers 
and others who contend that only 
a fraction of their duties could 
‘be termed lobbying and that only 
a fraction of their salaries could 
be allocated for this purpose. 

Law Not, Clear. 


The law is not crystal clear as 
to who is a lobbyist, and many 
registrations include the _ state- 
ment that the data is submitted 
pending clarification and to avoid 
the appearance of flouting the 
statute. 

For example, Samuel! I. Rosen- 
man, who assisted in writing many 
of President Roosevelt’s speeches, 
registered as a lobbyist for the 
New York Associated Fur Coat & 
Trimming Manufacturers, Inc., 
st=ting he received an annual re- 
tainer of $40,000. He explained he 
was employed as general legal 
counsel for the association, that 
his work on legislation was inci- 
dental and that he was not paid 
“specifically for presenting fur 
manufacturers’ views on pending 
legislation.” 

While some of the lobbyists de- 
clared they received no salaries, 
the annual compensation of the 
majority ranged from $1 to $65,000 
a year. Those paid on a basis of 
days actually worked received 
from $10 to $250 a day. Average 
earnings for 476 reporting annual 
salaries amounted to about $7350, 

Some said their income was de- 
rived from commissions on re 
ceipts of the organizations they 
represerited and could not be es- 
timated; some received a small 
retainer plus a daily fee for time 
worked; others said their wages 
were “a reasonable amount,” “de- 
pendent on services” or “a per- 
centage of the firm’s earnings.” 

Expense accounts were limited 
in some cases to daily or annual 
amounts, but in most instances 
the registrants said they were to 
be repaid for out-of-pocket ex- 
penses including such items as 
transportation, printing, telephone 
and entertainment. 

Quarterly Reports Soon. 

Quarterly reports, the first of 
which are to be filed between the 
first and tenth of nevt month, 
may shed further light on ex- 
penses,

Chairman Alexander Wiley of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
urged at a meeting of G.O.P. Sen- 
ators today that stop-gap legisla- 
tion be enacted to extend the ex- 
piring powers for three months so 
there would be more time to dea] 
with separate pending bills on 
sugar, rubber and other commodi- 
ties. 

No Action by Conference. 

The G.O.P. conference did not 
act on Wiley’s suggestion, how- 
ever. Nor did it make any de- 
cision on individual legislation to 
extend sugar rationing. 

The conference likewise side- 
tracked, perhaps until midweek, 
Senate consideration of David E. 
Lilienthal’s nomination as atomic 
commission chairman. 

The conference discussed a bill 
by Senator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, to continue some other con- 
trols. Taft agreed to cenfer with 
members of the agriculture com- 
mittee on a move to continue con- 
trols over tractors for export, fer- 
tilizers, rice, seisal and some other 
products. 

The conference reached general 
agreement to support a bill con- 
tinuing allocation &nd priority 
powers over rubber. The Repub- 
licans later probably will offer 
legislation requiring manufact- 
urers of automobile tires to use 
a specific percentage of synthetic 
rubber in their product. 

The House already has passed 
legislation to continue rubber al- 
location powers for one year. Un- 
der the bill, the government’s 
exclusive authority as purchaser 
of foreign rubber will be allowed 
to end March 31. A similar bill 
has been approved by the Senate 
Banking Committee.

_ DETROIT, March 22 (UP) — A 
one-man grand jury climaxed an 
18month search for the killer of 
Lydia Thompson, victim of one of 
Michigan's most savage murders, 
by indicting her widower and his 
second wife on first .degree mur- 
der charges tonight. 

Circuit Judge George B. Mur- 
phy, the Wayne county labor 
rackets grand juror, issued war- 
rants for the arrest of Louis V. 
Thompson, wéalthy trojit auto- 
mobile dealer, and his wife, the 
former Helen Budnik, 38 years 
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old, 

The Thompsons were found at 
their Orchard Lake home, near 
Pontiac, and taken to the "grand 
jury headquarters. Neither would 
talk about the indictments to re- 
porters. 

Cleared in Original Inquiry. 

Thompson, 49, fad been cleared 
in the original investigation, 
which disclosed a two-year ro- 
mance between him and Mrs.’ Bud- 
nik, Who had been his secretary.

Two-Count Indictment. 

In a two-count indictment, Mur- 
phy charged that the Thompsons 
“with John Doe, Richard Roe and 
Mary Roe, conspired to murder 
Lydia Thompson.” 

“From the testimony of wit- 
nesses, it ‘appears there is prob- 
able cause for this charge,” the 
indictment said. The first count 
charged the defendants with the 
killing “on or about Oct. 11, 1945,” 
the last day on which Lydia 
Thompsom was seen alive. 

The second count charged that 
“on divers days between Jan. 1, 
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and Oct. 13, 1945,” a conspiracy 
existed between the defendants to 
murder Mrs. Thompson. 

The warrant specified Wayhe 
county as the locale of the mur- 
der, although the body was found 
near Pontiac, in Oakland county. 

Judge Murphy said he would ar- 
raign the Thompsons at 11 a.m. 
Monday, He declined to discuss 
the new evidence that led to the 
indictments, 

The first investigation of the 
murder ended about two weeks 
after discovery of the body when 
Oakland county officials Be ae 
Thompson. 

He had been held in county jail 
for five days of questioning while 
authorities winnowed contradic- 
tory leads and conflicting evi- 
dence.

ic rocket fired into the intensely 
powerful cosmic ray zone of the 
outer spaces today intrigued mil- 
i scientists.

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RESEARCH GROUP 
OPPOSES STATE 
REVENUE SHARING 


‘missive’ ‘Local Taxes if 
Needed.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22— 
The state revenue sharing bill 
sponsored by the Missouri Munici- 
pal League, which would divide 
about $7,500,000 of state taxes an- 
nually among Missouri cities, 
towns and counties, is opposed as 
unsound and a means of increas- 
ing governmental expenditures 
and taxes, in a report issued here 
today by the Missouri Public Ex- 
penditure Survey. 

This bill, introduced’ in the 
House last week, is pending for a 
hearing, not yet set, before the 
House Committee on Taxation and 
Revenue, 

The survey, a privately support: 


fernmental -costs, suggested an al- 
‘ternative plan of “permissive” lo- 
cal.taxes to be authorized by the 
state, in. conjunction with equiva- 
lent reductions in state tax ratés, 
to aid municipalities which are in 
financial straits because of in- 
creased opera costs, 

Under this plan the state would 
reduce one or more of its te 
tax errs reg as the income and 
sales. and permit muhici- 
w= Fi to ‘te a like tax equiva- 
lent to the reduction by the state, 
for local purposes if needed, Or, 
a state tax would be repéaled en- 
tirely and municipalities’ be per- 
mitted to levy a portion of it. 

State Would Collect Tax. 

The “permissive” tax would. be 
collected by the state and turned 
over to the municipality after de- 
ducting collection costs. 

The revenue-sharing bill calls 
for apportionment of state funds 
to 114 counties and 547 municipal- 
ities of more than 250 population, 
regardless of whether they actu- 
ally need additional ‘operating 
funds, the report stated, :

“Analysis of, this measure,” the 
survey report stated, “indicates it 
inevitably will result in increasing 
costs to taxpayers, including mu- 
nicipal.taxpayers whom it presum- 
ably is designed to help. 

“Some cities and many counties 
do not need additional funds,” 
This measure would give funds to 
all municipalities of 250 or more 
inhabitants, and to all counties, 
regardless of whether or not they 
needed the money. 

“It would thereby. supply the lo- 
cal officials with * money’ 
from the state, obtained without 
having‘ to justify their spending 
programs to local taxpayers, as 
they must now do when they im- 
pose or raise a_ local levy. Thus 
it violates the fundamental prin- 
ciple.that responsibility for rais- 
ing money should accompany the 
spending of it.” — 

The report pointed out that 
while the bill had been offered 
by the Missouri Municipal League 
as the result of financial diffi- 
culties confronting many of the 
cities, the bill “gives more money 
to counties than it does to cities, 
with the exception of 8t, Louis, 
which is a city and county.” The 
counties would receive more than 
50 per cent of the fund, it was 
said. 

Inclusion of the counties, which 
are not generally in financial] dif- 
ficulties, apparently was intended 

to aid in passage of the bill, the 
ean said. 

The bill would provide an incen-, 
tive for city and county govern- 
ments to oppose any reduction of 
state sales and incOme taxes, the 
report declared “since the higher 
the yield of these state taxes, the 
more local governments would re- 
ceive.” 

Effect. on Income, Sales Taxes. 

“Once the plan is inaugurated,” 
it was said, “the more cities and 
counties that place themselves in 
financial difficulties through heavy 
spending, the greater the demand 
will be for increasing the per- 
centage Of shared revenues.” 

If the state government com- 
mitted itself to giving its funds 
‘to ‘all of the cities and counties 
under the .sharing bill, the survey 
report said, “the time cannot be 
distant when state tax rates must 
be. raised.” It was pointed out 
that the greater portion of such 
increased taxes, whether property, 
sales or income taxes, would be | 
collected from taxpayers in ' 
municipalities. 

Asserting that the bill. would 
promote extravagance, the report 
said “Missouri cities and counties 
can no more get ‘free’ money from 
the state than states can. get 
‘free’ Money from the Federal Gov- 
ernment.

SHRINE FOR SALVATION ARMY 


PHILADELPHIA, March 22 
(AP)—Almost 68 years ago a Sal- 
vation Army officer with a few 
followers from England stood on 
the corner of Fourth street and 
Oxford in one of Philadelphia's 
poorer sections and held the 
Army’s first metting in the west- 
ern hemisphere.

proved methods of procedure, 
but goes about the whole thing 
happily unaware of all the tech- 
nical detail the professionals and 
the more meticulous amateurs 
put into the business. 
Gardening can be fun, regard- 
less of how one goes about it, 
and the fun can be doubled by 
the keeping of a diary. It need 
not be a daily recor@ but should 
be sufficiently detailed to bring 
back to memory the experiences 
of the season. 

Shows Season Contrast. 
Contrast between this year’s 
garden season and that of 1946 is 
apparent in a diary kept last year 
by one gardener who, according to 
neighbors, has “the green thumb,” 
Here are excerpts from a few of 
early spring entries in the 


ary: 

March 1.—Planted tomato seed, 
yellow, white and red, The red 
and yellow varieties came up 
within two weeks, but the white 
took three weeks before peeking 
through the ground. Planted the 
yellow and white seeds in little 
individual flawer pots. 

March 4, — Planted radishes, 
beets, lettuce, carrots and pota- 
toes. (Notations indicate the 
small. seed plants came up within 
18 days of planting time except 


“}beets, which showed in about 


three weeks.) 

The potatoes, the diary says, 
came up in about 25 days, and 
came close to getting nipped by 
frost. The planting was too early, 
despite the unseasonably warm 
March of 1946, the diary keeper 
believes, and has so noted in 
pencil to the margin. 

Is Lawn Mower Sharp? 

March 25.—Planted the last of 
the potatoes. A notation adds that 
they started coming through the 
ground within a week, consider- 
able contrast to the 25 days re- 
quired for the earlier planting to 
show. :

VENETIAN BLINDS Chinese Modern Theme Developed|- 
In ‘20th Century House’ Display

Contemporary design in’ furni- 
ture has gone a long way from 
the bleak simplicity which was 
known as “functional” two decades 
ago. With the greater flexibility 
in architecture and interiors, fur- 
niture today achieves not only 
a et beauty but elegance as 
we 

The living room in this “20th 
Century House” is an excellent 


example of the elegance which 
attained when the planner,, 


ma 
aeptiitest, and furniture designer 
and maker work together. The 
problem was the basic one of 
proper proportion and balance 
both in the room and the furnish- 
ings and as much care was exer- 
cised in solvi the problem as 
was exercised the craftsmen 
and cabinet makers of the 
eighteenth century. Architectual- 
ly, the living room is spacious and 
modern and uses glass and build- 
ing materials to best advantage. 
The interior is adapted from the 
Chinese, uses a blend of pons Pema 
and modern with new fabrics, tex- 
tures and colors to attain harmony 
and repose. 

Egg-Crate Ceiling. 

The living room is placed be- 
tween a bedroom and a dining 
room. It has a window wall and 
is furnished only with well-chosen 
essentials. The walls are cafe-au- 
lait, the carved rug is chartreuse 
ahd the ceiling is painted white. 
The honivadent effect of the ceil- 
ing is known as egg-crate, is deco- 
rative and makes possible some 
excellent lighting effects. 

The Chinese modern furniture 
falls naturally into three groups 
with the fireplace group the im- 
portant one. Here an oversized 
sofa of good proportions is 
flanked by a pair of chests and 
lamps. The group includes a low 
coffee table and two half chairs 
on dither side of the fireplace. 
Forest green is the color keynote 
and is repeated in. the chest 
bases, the half chairs and the 
coffee table. The sofa is done in 

textured fabric which has been 

ed a shrimp pink. The chests 


Bihave been finished in blending 


shades of grayed green ‘to give 
the effect of weathered Chinese 
bronze. The coffee table com- 
bines forest green with natural 


wood and the half chairs are up-' 


holstered in gray-green with a 
Chinese decorative motif. picked 
out in forest green cord. This 
esign is the Greek key, used by 
ancient Chinese artists and crafts- 
men, and is repeated in the rug 
and adapted to the lower part of

the sofa. Lamp bases are tan- 
géerine and carry large square 
shades in off-white rayon, 
Tangerine is reflected in the 
faded Chinese red textile which 
hangs back of the lamp table. 
This with two arm chairs in for- 
est green and gray-green, forms 
the second group of furniture in 


the room, The lamp is a column 


supporting a plate glass round, A 
gold shade with forest green trim 
repeats the gold and green of the 
base, The arm chairs.are done in 
a textured fabric ,which breaks 
the monotony of a plain surface. 
Like the porcelain on the coffee 
table the textile, hanging sets the 
tone for the room and unobtru- 
wat combines the cm with the 


ans the third group, a desk of 
fruit wood with handrubbed fin- 
ish is placed near the window 
wall. Its design likewise embodies 
the Greek key. The natural mark- 
ings of the wood are its only 
decoration. A large lamp with 
square shade repeats the sofa 
lamps. A desk chair in wide 
purple and pink pe completes 
this group. . 

With the siaaiia of the hang- 
ing, the walls are undecorated. 


The fireplace wall is smooth and 


without shelf and is covered in 
combed wood. This striated effect 
is achieved by sandblasting and 
gives texture to the surface. 
Combed wood also faces the book 
alcove which, with vari-colored 
bindings, balances the textile on 
the opposite wall. 

A geometric leaf pattern in 
forest green on the draperies is a 
departure from the solid color and 
texture effect of fabrics, walls 
and floor covering. The design 
originates in California and gives 
a bright touch to,a room that 
might tend to severity. 

Olive green, shell pink and pur- 
ple are the colors which were se- 
lected for the bedroom.” Here ‘too 
the furniture is oversize with only 
one or two decorative objects to 
carry out the Chinese scheme of 
the living room. The dining room 
with its plate glass table top, black 
chairs covered with textured fab- 
ric in turquoise, has no other 
decoration than the mirror with 
shelves on either side over a large 
chest, 

The “20th Century, House” was 
designed by Harris Armstrong, St. 
Louis architect. Furniture for the 
interiors was designed and made 
by Florence Clarke of New York 
in collaboration with Theodore 
Bear of St. Louis.

OU can't be sure always of 

what you see in the spring, 

but there is a strengthening 
belief among observers in the 
Grapefruit League that the New 
York Yankees, once a great ball 
club and a proud institution, 
have become just another ball 
club. 

Time was when the Yankees— 
in the days of the late Col. Jake 
Ruppert and Manager Joe Mc- 
Carthy—had dignity. You could 
see it whefi the athletes walked 
onto the field, They usually 
started with two strikes on the 
other fellow. They really were 
awe-inspiring. 

But how times have changed. 
Now the big boss of the club is 

“engaging in silly brawls with 
Leo Durocher arid Branch Rick- 
ey, alleging that they whispered 
to the teacher that he had been 
throwing spitballs, or some 
thing. 

On the field the Yankees re- 
semble the Phillies of other 
years, though there is a chance 
of course that after Joe DiMag- 
gio is ready for duty and the 


squad has recovered from its 
spring’ barnstorming tour, things 


may not be quite so bad. 7 
In the old days, however, the 
Yankees always had a master at 
each position, candidates usual- 
ly for all-star honors. In many 
a year the Yankees could have 
ted the American 
League in “6 tad gt Beam 
competition, out help from 
other clubs. Name any position 
and you can name a t Yan- 
kee who played there in the 
days whon the club was great, 


No Fire, No Punch, Three 
Players Out of Position. 
It’s different this year. When 

the New Yorkers played the 
Cardinals at Waterfront Park 
plans for the year seemed to 
call for at least three men to 
start the season out of position. 
Bobby Brown, shortstop, was at 
third base; Tommy Henrich, an 
outfielder, was at first base, 
and Yogi Berra, the strong lit- 
tle man from 8t. Louis's Hill 
section, was in right field, in- 
stead of behind the plate. Then 
there was Johnny Lindell, a for- 
mer pitcher, in center field.

6 GEN. DE GUINGAND 
OF BRITAIN IN ST. LOUIS 


Ex-Army Chief, Known as 
‘Montgomery’s Shadow,’ 
Visiting Relative Here. » 


Francis Wilfred de Guingand, 
British general who Wks known in 
the war as “Montgomery’s .shad- 
ow,” is relaxing as a civilian on a 


visit to St. Louis. 
| He flew here from New York to 
spend two days with a sister-in- 
law he never had met, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Woodhead Randall, 6441 Po- 
tomac street. There was a truly 
international flavor to their meet- 
ing, since she comes from Aus 
tralia and he lives in South Africa, 
Gen. de Guingand, who served 
as chief of staff of the Allied 
Twenty-first Army Group, was 
hatless and attired in civilian 
clothes when he stepped out of an 
airliner Friday night. “I'm no 
longer a soldier,” he explained, “I 
got out of the Army four weeks 
ago, and am a business man now.” 
He is associated with a Trans- 
vaal corporation and came to the 
United States in connection with 
a project to make oil from coal in 
South Africa, 
The former British general, who 
was knighted for his work in the 
Normandy landing operations, 
grinned when he was asked if he 
had read “Top Secret.” ‘This is 
the book in which Ralph Ingersoll, 
former editor of PM, attacked 
British strategy and tactics and 
accused Field Marshal Bernard 


_|Montgomery of having “perhaps 


prolonged the war by a year.” 
“Yes, I’ve read it,” he said. “In 
lots of ways the book is probably 
very good, but it’s inaccurate. I 
fee] that the author’s bias spoiled 
@ good book. Ingersoll is a great 
admirer of Gen. (Omar N.) Bradley 
So am I. But it’s not necessary 
to detract from Montgomery in or- 
der to give Bradley his full due.” 
Gen. de Guingand simply 
laughed at talk of “dilatory tac- 
tics” on the part of the British. 
“IT stayed with Eisenhower in 
Washington,” he said. “We had a 
jolly.good chin wag, in the course 
of which we agreed we had done 
bed about as well as we could 
ve wished in the whole gigantic 
undertaking.” 
The visitor, who now is 47 years 
old, was one of the youngest staff 
officers in the British Army. He 
is a quiet, unassuming man with 
brown hair, gray eyes and a trim 
mustache whose only indication 
of a military career lies in his 
erect bearing and clipped speech. 
Gen. de Guingand in 1942 mar- 
oodhead, of Bris- 
bane, in Egypt. Her sister. two 
years later married Capt. William 
Randall of St. Louis, who saw 
service in Australia with a. coast 
artillery unit. 


LEND-LEASE AGENCY ENDS; 
CHINA ASKED ABOUT ACCOUNT 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
—Coincidentally with the end of 
lend-lease as a separately organ- 
ized activity, the Government was 
disclosed today to have sent China 
a reminder that a settlement is

WASHINGTON, March 22. 
RECENT announcemént that the, 
; A Arabian-American Ofl Co.’ has ar- 
ranged commercial loans of $227,- 
000,000 to develop its petroleum empire in 
Saudi-Arabia focuses attention on one of 
the world’s potential “danger spots’’—the 
Sasin of the Persian Gulf. 

Russia's first move toward that fabulous 
region was an attempted absorption of 
Azerbaijan province in Northern Iran. It 
was balked in the Security Council of the 
Unite? Nations, largely through the inter- 
vention of the United States. This was 10 
months before President Truman, in last 
week's address to Congress, flung down the 
gauntlet to aggressive Communism through- 
out the world. 

High naval officials in Washington do 
hot hesitate to assert that if some future 
war should endanger the Persian Gulf, the 
United States would have no choice but to 
fight. to the last derrick, as a matter of 
critical national defense. The refineries of 
Abadan, Bahrein and Ras Tanura have be- 
come a mainstay of the oil-burning Ameri- 
ean fleet in the Far East. 

Their view is based on a widely accepted 
estimate ‘that this country, owing to deple- 
tion of its domestic petroleum resources, 
would find extreme difficulty in “oiling” 

other large-scale conflict. The American 
people are burning up: their known petro- 
leum reserves of 21 billion barrels at a rate 
of nearly two billion barrels a‘year. We 


are already utilizing 63,000,000 barrels an- | 


nually from Venezuela and 8,000,000 bar- 
rels from Colombia. , 


Leans to Be Used 

To Expand ‘Production. | 

The loans obtained by Arabian-American 
will be used to expand production, build a 
railroad serving its field operations, con- 
struct a deep-water port at Damman, set up 
new refineries and lay down a 30-inch crude 
oll pipe line, 1050 miles long, from the 
Persian Gulf to the Levantine coast.. The 
company has already invested $200,000,000 
in its Arabian promotion. On schedule, 
including current borrowings, is a further 
expenditure of two and a half times that 
sum. 

Arabian-American is owned by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. ef California and the Texas Co. 
Purchase of 40 per cent of its stock by the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey and the 
Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., which are guaran- 
tors of the present loans, has been delayed 
pending the outcome of a suit filed in Lon- 
don. 
are also part, owners of the Iraq Petroleum 
Co., and are alleged to be bound by the 
“Red Line Agreement” of -1938 to under- 
take no new enterprises in the region with- 
out the consent of their fellow proprietors, 
including a group of French capitalists. 

One thing appears certain. Wherever it 


goes, the proposed Arabian-American pipe-. 


line and its new refineries will bypass Jew- 


ish territory. Haifa is the logical terminus.. 


But if northern Palestine, including Haifa, 

should be given to the Jews, Américan oil- 

men will not hesitate to use the inferior 
“port of Gaza. 

Or else they will sidestep Palestine al- 
together and place their installations in 
Lebanon, once a French mandate, which in 
1944 became a free and sovereign repub- 
lic. The pipeline would entail the revenues 
of a hustling port, and a refinery would add 
the payroll of a giant plant. The Ameri- 
cans have no desire to affront King 
Aziz Ibn Saud and his Arabians by pressing 
so juicy a plum into the hands of their 
enemies. They add frankly that they can 
afford to take no chance with sabotage by 
Jewish terrorists, who have recently set 
fire to tanks in Haifa and derailed oil trains 
near that city. 


Agreement Between 
Americans and British. 


A recent foray of the 41] battle resulted in 
an agreement between British and American 
oil interests under which the former 
agreed to sell unspécified volumes of their 
production to Yankee competitors. More- 
over, the British and American govern- 
tzents have negotiated a treaty not yet 
ratified by the Senate, according to which 
Americans for the first time would obtain 
access on equal terms to oil resources in 
British spheres of influence. In all such 
deals, the Americans have at their back a 
kindly feeling toward their nation which 
prevails particularly in the Levant. 

During three decades the Syrian Protest- 
ant College at Beirut, founded in 1865 by 
the Rev. Dr. Daniel Bliss, a Presbyterian 
missionary from Vermont, has leavened the 
Arabi€ world with a potent ferment of good 
will toward the United States. Thousands 
on thousands of graduates have 
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leollers thrvadbiet “the Near, Bast. They 
are doctors, businessmen, teachers and poli- 
ticilans. : 

According to State Department and in- 
dustrial experts, the fund of goodwill 
amassed by Beirut University accounted in 
large measure for the phenomenal speed 
with which American oil men have ex- 
panded a mere toehold into a dominant 
position in the petroleum empire of the 
Persian Gulf. This revolution has required 
only 156 years. It was in May, 1932, that 
Americans struck ofl] at Bahrein, on a site 
which British engineers had abandoned as 
hopeless. The present corporate set-up in 
the region follows: 

Anglo-Iranian Oi! Co., Ltd., wholly 
British owned, with the British Govern- 
ment as proprietor of 55.9 of the stock. 

Iraq Petroleum Co., 23.75 per cent 
American owned (Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey and Socony-Vacuum Oil Co.) 

Kuwait Oil Co., Ltd., 50 per cent Amer- 
ican owned ( Gulf Exploration Co.) 

Bahrein Petroleum Co., Ltd., wholly 
American owneg (Standard Oil Company 
of California and the Texas Co.) | ) 

Arabian - American Oil Co., wholly 
American owned (Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia and Texas Co.) 


Anglo-Iranian Output 
Is Now Being Challenged. 


Thus, out of five principal oil concerns 
in the Persian Gulf area, Americans own 
substantial interests in two and have total 
control of two others. Daily output of 
crude oil from the four fields is given thus: 
Iraq Petroleum, 90;000 ,barrels; Kuwait Oil, 
50,000 barrels; Bahrein Petroleum, 25,000 
barrels; and Arabian-American, 212;000 
barrels. Basing calculations. on the per- 
centage of American investment in Iraq 
Petroleum and Kuwait Oil, total petroleum 
production in the district on American be- 
half is now 281,926 barrels a day. 

This figure is treading already on the 
heels of Anglo-Iranian’s output of 375,000 
barrels a day. The British company main- 
tains at Abadan one of the world’s major 
refineries: But the Americans have impor- 
tant refineries on Bahrein Island and at 
Ras Tanura on the Arabian mainland, with 
a combined capacity of 185,000 barrels a 
day. Arabian-American has plans for a 
super-refinery, to outstrip Abadan, either 
on the Persian Gulf or more prokebiy the 
Levantine coast: 

Fromfthe British point of view, the cloud 
blackening~the horizon is the Arabian- 
American Co. Its first oil was pumped in 
1939. Eight years later, from fields such 
as Damman and Abgaiq, it is taking crude 
at a rate of 75,000,000° barrels annually. 
There are obvious signs that in the near 
future Arabian-American singlehanded will 
overtake and then surpass the output of 
Anglo-Iranian, 

In 1933 Lloyd Hamilton, an American 
explorer for Standard‘ Oil of California, 
made his way into the presence of Kin 
Saud. Hamilton, 
cancer, was a figure worthy of an inter- 
national cloak-and-dagger romance. With 
His Majesty the American negotiated a con- 
cession which, with subsequent additions, 


become

and which is to remain in force partly until 
the year 1999. and partly till 2008. This 
colossal realm ig nearly twice as large as 
France, and is four times the size of the 
Anglo-Iranian concession of 100,000 square 
miles. It equals six states the size of Mis- 
sourl placed side by side, and is only 
slightly less than the combined areas of 
California and Texas. It is a kingdom of 
desert sand, overlying what geologists have 
pronounced to be the most gigantic lakes 
of petroleum as yet detected by man, with 
reserves estimated at 150 billion barrels, 


Beirut University 
Source of Good Will. 


“For three reasons King Saud was wax in 
Hamilton’s hands. The monarch was in- 
fluenced by the atmosphere of good will 
disseminated by the American University of 
Beirut. He was convinced that the Yankees 
meant him no harm and would not meddle, 
like the British, in his domestic politics. 
‘Also the British had backed his rivals in 
the upheaval which made him ruler of 
Arabia. Finally there was dangled before 
him the prospect of royalties of 22 cents on 
every barrel of petroleum produced in 
Arabia. At the 
$46,640 a day, at a rate of more than 
$17,000,000 a year, This should make him 
one of the richest personages on the globe. 

But of course, in addition to his private 
purse, King Saud is the national exchequer 
of Arabia. He must bribe the loyalty of 
minor sheikhs, finance public works and 


defray supplies imported for his five and 


a quarter million people. Until this bonanza 
dropped in his lap, he subsisted on such 
tribute as could be wrung from pilgrims to 
Mecca. During the war, when pilgrimages 
were suspended, Arabian-American found it 
expedient to placate the monarch with ad- 
vance royalties of $12,000,000. His Majesty 
is irritated over Zionist agitation in Pales- 
tine, but it is reckoned that only desperate 
annoyance could provoke him to toss in his 
royalties, 

It is not only Arabian-American with 
which the British have to contend. Recent- 
ly two new assailants, Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and Socony-Vacuum, moved in for 
a dashing and victorious raid. In an agree- 
ment signed last Boxing Day, the first 
weekday after Christmas, an agreement was 
made under which Anglo-Iranian agreed to 
sell “large quantities” of its oil to the Amer- 
ican companies. This places Anglo-Iranian 
‘in the position of competing aZainst its own 
oil in European, South African and Far 
Eastern markets. It scarcely improves the 
temper of our English cousins to know that 
a deal is on the verge of completion under 
which: Standard of New Jersey and Socony- 
Vacuum will acquire 40 per cent of Arabian- 
American stock. 

To confound confusion still further, the 
French Government has entered'a protest

On the surface it appears that the British, 
in the homeric oil battle of the Persian Gulf, 
have taken a beating all along the line. But 
those who look more deeply are doubtful. 
They remember that British diplomacy and 
international trade are synonymous, and 
that British statesmanship is far-sighted. 
English newspapers have made bitter faces 
over the situation, but profess to see a gain 
in that the new developments “will certainly 
help in persuading the American public that 
there is something to be said against the 
Zionists.” 

Furthermore, British statesmen are no 
doubt happy to see a huge and vital Ameri- 
can industry. planted solidly along 100 miles 
of the west coast of the Persian Gulf, which 
they describe as “‘the only entrance gate 
into the Indian Ocean that is not locked and 
double-locked against the eruption of a po- 
tentially hostile Great Power.” 

Recently the Economist of London asked 
wryly how long Americans could go on exer- 
cising their ‘‘God-given right’’.to consume 
more than: two thirds of the total world 
supply of this essential fuel. The truth is 
that the American public is on a gasoline 
spree. Oil men expected a big slump at the 
end of the war. Instead, civilians are using 
up gasoline at the rate of the ere 
machine at its peak, 


High Consumption 
Of Petroleum in U.S. 


Government spokesmen hold that a lavish 
employment of petroleum products is bound 
up with the American standard of living, 
and that the answer is not to reduce our 
consumption but to build up that of other 
countries. They foresee a time when the 
United States will have to fall back on its 
domestic resources and draw its export busi- 
ness from such distant fields as Saudi 
Arabia. 

The. pending merger within Arabian- 
American of the Texas Co. and three Stand- 
ard Oil elements—New Jersey, California 
and New York (Socony-Vacuum )——provoked 
an outcry from Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, chairman of a special 
Senate resources for investigating petro- 
leum resources which expired Jan. 31. A 
bill to revive it is on the Senate calendar. 

This combination of capital is so gigantic, 
O'Mahoney exclaimed, that it enters into 
diplomatic agreements with foreign powers 
that affect the lives of millions of people 
and may determine our national military 
policy. It bids fair, in his view, to bestow 
dominance in the global oil trade upon four 
private American corporations. Standard 
Oil spokesmen rejoined that Amerigans must 
have an’ adequate supply of cru or else 
withdraw entirely from the markets of the 
Eastern Hemisphere. — 

What do the Russians think of the new 
situation, which brings a strategic American 
industry within or close to what they regard 
as their own orbit?

New Responsibility of Government for Welfare of People 
Cannot Be Abandoned, Says Harvard Specialist; Prob- 
lem Is How to Use Government as Guiding Force and 
Not as Substitute for Private Enterprise. 


A: 


Our. efforts to mingle public ownership, 
government controls, private and co-opera- 
tive enterprise, we are told, must end in 
disaster. Either we must choose wholly 
unrestricted and uncontrolled private enter- 
prise or submit to dictatorial regimentation. 
There is no middle way. 

This “either-or’’ line of. argument has an 
obvious value. It is intended to make us 
hesitate before we entrust any additional 
functions to government. Yet as a matter 
of practical choice, it is doubtful whether 
any substantial body of opinion in the Unit- 
ed States— Republican or Democratic — 
would be prepared to recognize the alterna- 
tives of completely free enterprise or dicta- 
torship as very real. 


We maintain our attachment to civil and 
political liberties. We retain our faith in 
private enterprise as a mainspring of eco- 
nomic activity in many important sectors of 
our. economic life. But, particularly since 
the Great Depression, we have also come to 
accept a new responsibility on the part of 
government for the well-being of the na- 
tion. There are certain basic securities— 
protection against unemployment, provision 
for the aged and the destitute—which are 
increasingly recognized as a primary con- 
cern of government. 

We can be certain that if mass unemploy- 
ment should again be with us, it will be to 
government that people will turn for action, 

Does this mean that we are committed to 
a future in which government grows mdére 
and more powerful? Will we in our drive 
for security create an: all-powerful bureau- 
cratic Frankenstein which ends up by tell- 
ing us where we shall work, what we shall 
eat, what we shall produce, how much we 
shall earn, and what we shall think? Or 
is there a half-way house between complete 
private and complete public enterprise, the 
kind of house in which we can combine the 
civi] and political liberties which we cherish 
and the basic economic securities to which 
we aspire? 


Decisions Affected 
By Strength of Labor. 


We have been trying to build that kind 
of house since the Great Depression. Are 
our efforts foredoomed to failure? I do not 
believe so, but I have no desire to minimize 
the obstacles in the way. 

A mixed economy by its very nature de- 
centralizes responsibility for the welfare of 
the nation. There are important areas, 
such as the heavy and light industries, the 
wheglesale and retail trades and services, 
where, with the disappearance of war con- 
trols, we look to business men to determine 
output, prices, and profits. Their decisions 
are affected by the demands and bargaining 
strength of labor, by the prices paid for 
raw materials and by the public policies 
which government pursues. 

There are areas of the economy such as 
fiscal policy and the public utility field 
where government decisions are of prime 
significance. In other words, business, la- 
bor, agriculture, and government all divide 
and share responsibility for making the im- 
portant economic choices, which taken to- 
gether, spell prosperity or depression. 

Here lie both the great danger and the 
grand opportunity of mixed economy, The 
danger consists in the fact that each group 
may make its own decisions with an eye 
only on what it conceives to be its own 
short-run interests. That danger ‘s vividly 
illustrated by recent developments. . 

Some business men who should know bet- 
ter drive for higher prices in order to make 
a killing fh a scarcity market, regardless of 
the impact on the rest of the population and 
the long-term consequences of boom an@ 
bust. Farm groups, too, exploit shortages 
and seek to perpetuate them against the day 
when the consumer begins to stop buying. 
Certain labor leaders resort to monopolistic 
restrictions and paralyzing strikes to win 
advantages for themselves. 


Interests of Large 
Groups of Interdependent. 


Business needs to recognize that its own 
health is dependent on the economic health 
of the other large groups in the nation— 
farmers, workers, and consumers, The re- 
lationship by the same token is reciprocal, 
a fact which the more far-sighted farmer 
and labor leaders give increasing evidence 
of understanding. 

Government too has its obligations. Its 
basic problem is to achieve a working fela- 
tionship with the great economic groups 80 
that each can make its contribution to the 
national well-being. If a mixed economy Is 
to produce maximum employment, produc- 
tion, and purchasing power, government and 
business dare not fall into the error of re- 
| garding each other as hostile antagonists.

DECADE ago, when New .Deal hopes still glowed brightly, mixed economy 
as exemplified by Sweden’s ‘‘Middle Way’’ was being saluted as the shin- 


ing pole star of America’s future. 
against war controls, mixed economy is being denounced in influential circles. 


Today, in the swing of the reaction 


The legacy of bitterness which we carry 
over from the thirties does not ease the 
task of making a mixed economy work. 

Expansion of the economic powers of gov- 
ernment under Franklin Roosevelt repre- 
sented in the main a response to the ¢e- 
mands of farm and labor groups, which 
used government to improve their positions. 
Controls, such as the S.E.C. and the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, which were 
imposed on business, inspired resentment. 
Many business leaders viewed the New Deal 
as an enemy determined to displace private 
enterprise by a socialist state. 

The frictions and cleavages which devel- 
oped had destructive results. Despite un- 
precedented governmental activity during 
the New Deal era and very real social gains, 
substantial portions of our resources of ¢cap- 
ital and labor remained idle. The full pos- 
sibilities of synchronizing governmental and 
business efforts to overcome economic mal 
adjustments were not adequately realised, 


Important Lessons 
For Nation to Digest. 


Can we promote “free competitive enter- 
prise’ and at the same time avoid economie 
fluctuation and maintain employment? 
Many, both on the right and the left, will 
express strong doubts. Inflationary devel- 
opments of the last year are not calculated 
to still them. Yet try we must, if we sin- 
cérely desire to make our mixed economy 
work, 

As we grapple with the economie prob- 
lems of the postwar years there are certain 
developments and lessons of the New Deal 
and War periods which it is important for 
us to digest and understand. 

The controls which operated most smooth- 
ly in accomplishing the objectives of publie 
policy during the New Deal and War periods 
were those in which (1) incentives were 
held out to comply with the objects sought, 
and (2) efforts were made to utilize tech-- 
nical knowledge and experience gained in 
the process of regulation. Jf we seek to 
rely on private enterprise to accomplish - 
public ends, is there not much to be said 
for shaping our controls to provide the tn 
centives to which private enterprise re 
sponds? 

. Whether we like it or not, we are in fact 
“a mixed economy.” There is no turning 
back. We enter the postwar period with 4 
probable pedce-time federal budget of $@ | 
or more billions a year. This constitutes 
a substantial percentage of the national in- . 
come. It means that decisions on govern- 
ment revenues and expenditures are bound 
to have important effects on economic ac- 
tivity as a whole, 

The management of the public debt, tax 
policy, credit policy, the direction of gov- 
ernment expenditures all have a profound 
impact on general employment, production, 
and purchasing power. 


Government Becomes 
Increasingly Important. 


New technological developments mean 
that government will become an increasing- 
ly important factor in the economy. The 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946, for example, 
outlines a program for government control 
of production, ownership, and use of fission- 
able material. New vistas are opened up 
which we can as yet only dimly apprehend. 
This new source of energy, provided we 
find ways of holding its destructive poten- 
tialities in leash, may have profound eon- 
sequences on the organization of our eivil- 
ian economy. The responsibilities imposed 
on government controllers are awesome in 
their magnitude. There have been few 
periods in our history when the need for an 
able and responsible public service has been 
more urgent. 

Do these increased governmental respon- 
sibilities spell the omnipotent state and the 
end of individual liberties as we have known 
them in the past? No one can make a éer- 
tain answer. 

In a political system such as ours, BO 
single pattern of relationships between gov- 
ernment and the great ecoflomic groups can 
be forever fixed and unalterable. Given a 
great military or economic catastrophe, the 
fears implied above may be reality. But as 
long as the bulk of the American people 
retains a vigorous and lively faith in demo- 
cratic processes and private enterprise, the 
danger is not great. 

The immediate internal problem which 
faces us is not the menace of a totalitarian 
state or the loss of our political liberties. 
The challenge is rather that of using gov- 
ernment creatively, not as a substitute for 
private enterprise, but as a positive guid- 
ing force to strengthen the economy and te 
adjust it to the needs of the basic groups— 
consumers, farmers, laborers, and business 


men—to whom it is directly responsible,

(2) A ban on persecution because of 
religious beliefs or lack of religious 
beliefs. 

It is safe to say that if these obvious 
breeding swamps for fascism are prop- 
erly drained off by federal legislative 
action adequately enforced, the entire 
remaining range of ideas should be left 
as free open country for the human 
mind. 

.Whatever Communists can be accused 
of, they certainly do not advocate racism 
in any of its forms. Quite the contrary. 

They do not advocate prejudice 
against any nationalities. 

They declare for the freedom of the 
individual in deciding in accordance 
with his own conscience the question of 
his religion. They defend his right to 
reject religion if he chooses. This is 
borne out by the fact that the Commu- 
nists appeal equally to Catholics, Prot- 
estants, Jews, agnostics, atheists or just 
the religiously indifferent, to join their 
political organization. 

Unless one considers the political 
question of money and ownership of the 
nation’s basic industries as sacred and 
established for all time, there are no 
moral or intellectual grounds for ille- 
galizing the proponents of a Communist 
society. 

The American public may continu- 
ously reject the idea, as is their demo- 
cratic right regarding all ideas. 

But outlaw the Communist party, and 
what real need have we left for civil 
liberties? For the constitutional guar- 
an contained in the Bill of Rights?

Why a U. S. of Europe? 

President Truman’s request for direct aid to 
Greece and Turkey to strengthen them against 
pressure: from Russia should be: approved by 
Congress. But at the same time America should 
take the lead in trying to prevail upon Europe 
to organize to protect itself against whatever 
imperialism may assail it from generation to 
gerleration. 

The way is opened for a dramatic step in this 
direction by the resolution introduced, in both 
the House and the Senate Friday: 

Resolved: That the Congress favors the 
creation of a United States of Europe with- 
in the framework of the United: Nations. 
Because of its disunion and the economic 

pressures which disunion causes, Europe has 
been the seedbed of war for long centuries. 
In the last two and the bloodiest of these wars 
America has been embroiled, and if war breaks 
out again in Europe we are likely to be involved 
more deeply than ever before. 

| * » * ) 

So, America has a legitimate stake, which no 
one can deny, in. and encouraging an or- 
ganization of Europe t will make for peace. 
That a united Europe will make for a more 
peaceful, prosperous and stable Europe requires 
no demonstration. It is axiomatic in history— 
and the United States of America is a living 
example—that the larger and more populous the 
territory embraced under one nation, the greater 
the chances to achieve peace and prosperity. 

By stipulating the creation of a united Europe 
“within the, framework of the United Nations,” 
the resolution in Congress avoids as nearly as 
may be the appearance of a move aimed at 
Soviet Russia. Within the United Nations, a 
federated Europe could stand side by side with 
the United Soviet Republics as a force for peace, 

Yet it is not realistic to suppose that Russia 
will be friendly to the move, It is the avowed 
program of Communism to await and encourage 
the downfall of liberal democracy and supplant 
it with the so-called “proletarian dictatorship.” 
Any movement which will give liberal democracy 


_ @ new lease on life anywhere is not likely to be 


greeted with loud hosannas in the Kremlin. 
That must be as it will. It should be the role 
of the United States to assure that Europe will 


be free from military interference in any steps.

What type of federation should Europe seek? 
Should it be merely a customs union, an e¢o- 
nomic federation, or a full-fledged economic and 
political union? Ideally, it should be a full 
economic and political union. History teaches 
that the economic ‘forces that make for small 
territorial divisions soon triumph unless they 
are opposed by full national sovereignty. 

That, certainly, is the history of the United 


States. Although this country came into being. 


under a strong Federal Constitution, a savage 
Civil War had to be fought to prevent a conflict 
strongly economic in origin from dividing the 
country into separate nations. 

But if the time is not yet ripe for a full union 
of Europe, the object is to strive for as great a 
degree of union as can be achieved now, with 
the hope the bonds will be strengthened later. 
Winston Churchill says, “The ideal is so com- 
manding that it can afford a guadual realization.” 

. . * 


A united Europe offers a solution to the prob- 
lem of what to do with Germany. If Germany 
is decentralized into several autonomous states 
which are members with other European states 
in a federated Europe, German regional patri- 
otism will be revived. The principalities which 
Bismarck with great difficulty molded into pne 
Reich will come to full stature again. This in 
itself will be the most powerful possible deter- 
rent to a revival of German imperialism. 

A united Europe, furthermore, offers the 
chance to let Germany become again the eco- 
nomic heart of the Continent without letting it 
become also a colossus that threatens its neigh- 
bors with the power of aggression. Représenta- 
tive Boggs of Louisiana, author of the united 
Europe resolution in the House, says: 

Handing out aid indiscriminately is like 
throwing money down a rathole- unless 
Europe is reconstituted. If you build up. 
tn you head toward another war; if 
you don’t, : 


you can’t reconstitute Europe.

The United States of America cannot and 


would not attempt to impose federalization upon 


Europe, But the lessons of the wars and of the 
poverty caused by disunity must be engraved 
deeply on the minds of Europe's people. Count 
Coudenhove-Kalergi, who has urged a united 
Europe since 1923, has submitted letters to 3913 
members of European parliaments, asking 
whether they favor a European federation within 
the framework of the United Nations. Of those 


. answering, 612 are in favor, only 12 opposed.

With unanimous support by city legislators, 
three bills were’perfected last week under which 
rural Missouri can lighten its tax burden through 
fewer county officials. Soon—pefhaps this week

which has helped both the cities and the country 
so often in' the past, St. Louis appeals for this 
chance to eliminate its costly slums. 

‘Giving the cities this chance won't cost the 
rest of Missouri a cent; it may save it money in 
the end, Yet real estate dealers and associated 
businesses have succeeded in enlisting small- 
town members of their state-wide organizations. 
Some of them have threatened their legislators 
with politicalaand business reprisals if they sup- 
port the bill.

€ity the right to exempt public housing from 
municipal. taxes. When real estate dealers or in- 
vestors in the rest of the state lobby against 
it, they are guilty of sheer meddling mischief. 
Legislators outside St. Lowis and Kansas City 
should resent the efforts of the St, Louis and 


Kansas City real estate lobby to bring pressure 


upon them through people who have no imme- 
diate interest in the matter, 
The legislators should respond t@ such tacties 


by informing the lobby's go-betweens, firmly and

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The President’s Loyalty Order 
Americans will applaud the objective of the 
executive order issued by Presiderit Truman last 
night to prescribe loyalty for federal employes. 
As Leon Blum, former Socialist Premier of 
France, said recently, out of long experience, 
“Participation of Communists in a government 
without any doubt serves the interests of Russia. 
It is not for us to enter into a government so 
that we could plant there pockets of dynamite.” 
The Government's right to deny employment 
to its,enemies is the right of self-defense. But 
Mr. Truman’s order has a further, necessary 
purpose ‘to protect. loyal employes “from. un- 


‘founded accusations of disloyalty.” 


Despite the great length of this executive 


order, despite its spelling out of steps for trial 


and appeal, it seems unlikely to achieve that 
purpose. It could accomplish the reverse. 

Government investigators would be given the 
right to look into military and FBI files, into 
the records of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and into references from 
employers. Thus the order encourages a search 
into an individual's past beliefs, although these 
may have changed. It promotes to the status of 
evidence the smears and defilements of a House 
committee noted, in the past, for irresponsible 
work, It givés employers peculiar omniscience 
as a class, and might let them work off personal 
grievances against a man. 

Mr. Truman’s order says a citizen may be 
refused Government employment upon “reason- 
able grounds for belief” that he is disloyal, but 
it does not say what is “reasonable.” He is 
guilty if, in the opinion of the Attorney General 
only, there has been “affiliation or sympathetic 
association” with any “organization or move- 
ment” designated as subversive. 

Under such sweeping terms, a person who 
once innocently donated. money to sqme alleged 
“front” organization might find himself rejected, 
and branded for life as a believer in something 
in which he does not believe. 

This order approaches dangtrously close to 
the alien doctrine that the end justifies the 
means. It is impossible to contemplate the sweep- 
ing powers which this order vests in the Attor- 
ney General without recalling the hysteria of 
Attorney General Palmer’s “Red” raids in 1920, 
when 6000 alleged Communists and their friends 
were hustled off to jail, with or without warrant. 

We agree with Mr. Truman that a, democratic 
government should protect itself from Commu- 
nist infiltration. But it must be done by a plan 
so carefully conceived that it cannot be distorted 
by politicians into a formalized inquisition. 
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That large, unfamiliar silence is the sovereign 
State of Georgia.

“Mink” the Amender 


Illinois State Senator “Mink” Mueller of High- 
land (the “Mink” is the Senator’s own prefer- 
ence), who represents Madison and Bond coun- 
ties, has introduced a nonsensical, purely polit- 
ical amendment to the congressional redistrict- 
ing bill now before the legislators at Springfield. 

The bill, as indorsed by Gov. Green, legislative 
leaders and many of the Illinois delegation to 
the national House, would make a two-county 
district of Madison and St. Clair counties. This 
is as it should be. These two counties, which 
lie opposite St. Louis, are a geographic and eco- 
nomic unit. Together they comprise the largest 
industrial area in Illinois outside Chicago. Their 
combined population is what the average district 
should contain, When something is so obviously 
right it is hard to see how anyone ,.can propose 
the opposite. 

Mueller’s amendment would put the two coun- 
ties in separate districts, each with a half dozen 
or so rural counties running across Southern IIli- 
nois. Illinois goes unredistricted for almost a 
half century and then a would-be redistricter has 
a brainstorm like this! Surely Senator Mueller’s 
constituents: won't let him get by with it. Mean- 
while, let’s rename him “Mink the Weasel.” 
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Mr. Molotov, insisting on the Yalta ideas that 
were thrown out at Potsdam, reminds us of a 
camel: Once let him get his nose under the 
tentative agreement— 
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It’s a Bird, a Plane—It’s Superman! 
Superman, who is faster than a speeding bul- 


let, more powerful than a locomotive and able 


to leap a tall building in a single bound, al] with 
radio sound effects, has also become the enemy 
of racial intolerance. This report comes from 
the New Republic, while at the. same time 
Variety is protesting against radio’s constant use 
of “racial stereotypes.” As Variety puts it, gag 
writers too often convey the idea that Negroes 
carry dice and astrology books, while crime 
shows frequently suggest that all Italians are 
gangsters with tommy guns, and so on. 
Superman is able to jump several dozen 
stories above all this. He has got under the skin 


_of one Gerald L. K. Smith, who denounced his 


tolerance crusade as “a disgrace to America,” 
and he has got under the sheets of the KKK by 
using their top-secret code words, inviting a 
Kluxer boygott of Superman’s cereal. -Moreover, 
he out-Hoopers other kiddy shows in the Hooper 
audience ratings, thereby indicating a fact of 
more than mild interest to radio men—namely, 
that tolerance also pays. 

In view of Variety’s rousing discourse on the 
subject, we think Superman might serve as an 


example to grownup broadcasters as well as to 


kiddy listeners. Radio can be funny, or dramatic, 
or soapy, or anything else it wants to be without 


spreading fixed ideas about race and nationality. 


It can do more than that. It can carry a good 
message right through its microphones and into 
the hearts of listeners of any age. That is a 
fine thing. Superman has done it, and as every- 
orie ought to know, Superman is simply super.

With this latest novel, Robert Nathan re- 
turns to his sphere of gentle fantasy which, 
however sweet, has the tart, flavorous over- 
tone of a very real June apple.

As Germany begins to appear the 
loser, Dario performs a quick change un- 
der his umbrella, and when the Allied 
forces invade Italy he is soon in the uni- 
form of our AMG. As we leave he be- 
comes editor of the leading Communist 
party newspaper in Rome.

OP delegates of virtually all members of the United Nations 

Security Council generally agreed today that the Council had 
made a brave beginnifg in its first year in the United States. 
Furthermore, their expressions as the Council's first anniversary 
in this country neared indicated they felt that it is a much stronger 
institution, in better position to face the formidable problems of the

immediate future. 


The Counci] began its career in 
the United States a year ago next 
Tuesday, March 25. It has been 
through many trials since that 
date. Its first crisis here came 
when Andrei A, Gromyko, Soviet 
delegate, walked out on the 
Iranian case and remained out 


delegate who 
‘cast more vetoes in the Security 
Gouncij than anyone else, had no 


at this time. 

The chief delegates of 10 na- 
tions out of the 11 on the Council 
have expressed their hopes and 
their opinions of the United Na- 
tions and the Security Council, the 
chief organ of the United Nations, 
in the following statements to the 
Associated Press, made as the 
anniversary approached: 

American View. 

Warren R. Austin, United States: 
“The magnitude of the problems 
which face the world in this post- 
war period ought not to over- 
shadow the progress we have 
made through the United Nations 
during its ¢irst year at its home 
in the United States. 

“In that year we have built the 
structure of the United Nations. 
We have established the Food and 
Agriculture Organization, the In- 
ternational Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund, the International 
Civil Aviation Organization, the 
United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization. 
We hope soon to complete the 
organization of the International 
Trade Organization; the World 
Health Organization and the In- 
ternational Refugee Organization. 

“The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil and its nine commissions quiet- 
ly have begun their efforts to cure 
the basic ills of civilization, Such 
efforts as the drafting of an inter- 
national bill of rights, the codifica- 
tion and development of interna- 
tional law, the creation of eco- 
nomic commissions for Europe 
and the Far East—to cite but a 
few examples—are of significant 
long-range importance 

“This anniversary coincides with 
the first meeting of the trustee- 
ship council, The early establish- 
ment of this organ to advance the 
well-being of the non-self-govern- 
ing peoples of the world should be 
a source of gratification to us all. 

“The Security Councjl through- 
out the year has been faced with 
tough and. often confused political 
problems. It has faced those prob- 
. Jems with courage and dignity. 
The shortcomings that have ap- 
peared have reflected the troubled 
times in which we live, but I have 
not the slightest doubt that the 
months through which we have 
come would have been even more 
perilous without the aid of the 
Security Council : 

Atomic Energy Control. 

“During this year we have be- 
gun wotk on the crucial issue of 
devising an effective system for 
the control of atomic energy to 
insure its use only for peaceful 
purposes. Some progress has been 
made but the task remaining be- 
fore us is formidable. Reaching 
agreement on practical measures 
for atomic energy control and for 
the regulation and reduction of 
armaments and armed forces must 
be one of the prime objectives of 
the year to come. | 

“Against considerable difficulty, 
we created a commission for dis- 
armament in respect to conven- 
tional arms, and thus maintained 
the integrity and exclusive juris- 
diction of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. The importance of this 
is that it will prevent confusion 
in the types of control which dif- 
fer essentially for atomic weapons 
and for conventional weapons, and 
so it will tend to speed up our 
progress toward disarmament. 

“The days ahead are filled with 
difficulties and dangers. So much 
remains to be done. But we can 
take heart from a brave begin- 
ning. With courage, imagination 
and with continuing public sup- 
port I firmly believe that we can 
go forward toward peace and se- 
curity.” 

First Year Not Easy. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, United 

: “The United Nations’ 

first year in America has not been 

an easy one. Let us admit frank- 

Jy that there is a widespread feel- 

ing of disappointment in particu- 

lar at the manner in which the 

Security Council has discharged 
its functions. 

“Perhaps too much was expect- 
ed of it and certainly a heavy 
burden was imposed upon it dur- 
ing its first year. Nevertheless we 
may hope that it has thereby made 
considerable progress through its 
teething troubles: it may have al- 
ready realized the disadvantages 
of some of its experiments in pro- 
cedure and tactics, and may now 
be groping its way toward a bet- 
ter, more realistic and more ob- 
jective method of handling its 
business, which will win the con- 
fidence of all the governments, .. 

“It is my hope that in the Unit- 
ed Nations’ second year in Amer- 
ica (1) the Economic and Social 
Council and its varied coOmmis- 
sions will be able to proceed speed- 
ily with their important tasks: 
(2) the Military Staff Committee, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the new Disarmament Com- 
mission will also be able to record 
genuine progress: and (3) the Se-

curity Council will be used as the 
charter intended—as ‘a center for 
harmonizing the actions of na- 
tions’ and: not as an ideological 
propaganda platform.” é 
Anti-Dictation Stand. 


Dr. Quo Tai-chi, of China (chair- 
man when the Council first met 
here last year and slated to be- 
come chairman again April 1): 
“It is up to the people of the world 
to make the United Nations work. 
Each one has his responsibility. 

“About the Security, Council, we 
are there to argue and debate and 
reach agreement in harmony with 
the public good in a democratic 
way. That is the practice we 
must build up and follow. There 
can be no dictation. 

“Concerning the veto, leave the 
sleeping dog lie. There has been 
a marked tendency in recent ses- 
sions to avoid raising that ques- 
tion. No power enjoying the veto 
right has wanted to raise or in- 
voke it lately: on the contrary, 
they have tried to avoid it... . 
A spirit of give and take has be- 
gun to manifest itself. We seem 
to have come around to a tacit 
agreement that abstention does 
not constitute a veto.” 

“Growing the Hard Way.” 

Paul Hasluck, Australia: “The 
Security Council is growing up 
the hard way. From expertence 
it is gradually establishing recog- 
nized practices and procedures for 
handling. matters brought before 
it and in this respect enters its 


stitution. 

“Some of the actions the Coun- 
cil refused to take are just as 
significant as its positive deci- 
sions. On the positive side, the 
Council can point to the influence 
it exercised in the cases of Syria 
and Iran, measures it has taken 
to investigate the situation in 
Greece, and the inauguration at 
the behest of the General Assem- 
bly of work on atomic energy and 
the regulation and reduction of 
armaments. 

“But any member of the Coun- 
cil must be more keenly aware 
of the challenge of ‘the future 
than of the past achievements. 
The Australian delegation has

Confidence in Its Influence. 


Ferdinand Van Langenhove, of 
Belgium: “The Security Council is 
an experiment which is still at its 
beginnings.

Several resolutions of world 
significance have resulted from its

Pending Big Questions. 
Some of them are of utmost im- 
portance to the future of the 
world and the United Nations it- 
self.

1, THE VETO. Here the assem- 
bly recommended that the Council 
study its voting procedure with a 
view to reducing difficulties in the 
application of the veto and to 
make sure that the use of the spe- 
cial voting right did not impede 
work, The Assembly move came 
in a watered-down resolution that 
grew out of small nation opposi- 
tion to Russia's formerly frequent 
use of the veto.

As long 
as that friction persists, the State 
Department believes, the Greek 
emergency will not“be solved by 
concerted U.N. action, It will be 
solved unilaterally, either by the 
United States, according to our 
standards of behavior, or by the 
Soviet Union in the way it has 
solved the problems of all the 
other countries of eastern Europe, 
in the State Department’s opinion. 

Policy Not a Precedent, 

The “Truman Doctrine,” in the 
view of our diplomats, will not 
create an historical precedeént, al- 
though it will probably lead to a 
stronger policy in Europe and the 
Near East than any’we have pur- 
sued in the recent past. 

President James Monroe in 
1828 intended to specify Greece 
and Turkey as well as other coun- 
tries in announcing his ,famous 
doctrine, but at the insistence of 
John Quincy Adams, Secretary of 
State, Monroe decided to confine 
his doctrine to the Western 
Hemisphere. Even so, we sent a 
fleet to both Greece and Turkey 
in 1825 to demonstrate our long- 
term interest in that strategic 


area. |

In the view of our. diplomats, 
the Leftist comparison between 
American intervention in Greece 
and Turkey and Soviet interven- 
tion in Cuba and Mexico is 
historically absurd. We have been 
involved in Greece and Turkey 
ever since the Balkan revolutions 
which followed the Napoleonic 
wars. We spent more than $100,- 
000,000 on Greek relief after the 
first world war, and _ various 
American organizations have car- 
ried on medical, agricultural and 
educational work there ever since, 

Aid for Schools, Churches, 

Greek-Americans have probably 
contributed $250,000,000 altogether 
for the construction of schools, 
churches, highways, electric light 
plants, water works, and other 
needed community improvements. 

Almost none of the influence we 
have thus built up in Greece over 
the past 125 years could possibly 
be described as “imperialistic” 
even according to the Communist 
definition of the word. 

Only if Russian influence had 
traditionally been as strong in 
Mexico or Cuba, in the view of 
our diplomats, could a parallel be 
said to exist. The fact.is, how- 
ever, that Russian influence has 
never been so strong as American 
influence even in Greece, 

Finally, our diplomats point out, 
Russia has already “protected” its 
flanks by imposing Communist 
regimes on Bulgaria, Albania, Yu- 
goslavia and five other eastern 
European countries, as well as the 
Soviet zones of Austria and Ger- 
many. 

Thus, the State Department con- 
siders the “Truman Doctrine” de- 
fensive rather than aggressive.

The Navy esti- 
mates this would cost $500,000,00¢ 
less than the Army layout, a siz- 
able item if Congress is interested 
in economy. 

Because there are equipment, 
railroads and housing already 
available in the Canal Zone, most 
experts feel it would be uneco- 
nomical to go into some other 
country or area to build a new 
artery connecting the Atlantic 
with the Pacific.

The enthusiasm with which the 
visit has been acclaimed here is 
fully warranted. But it was hard- 
ly neoessary for the panegyrists to 
proclaim that Truman was the 
first President ever to make an 
official visit to Mexico when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt visited President 
Avila Camancho in April 1943. Nor 
was it necessary to insist that the 
tribute paid to the memory of the 
Boy Hereos of Chapultepec was an 
instance of unique sagacity in 
view of the deserved homage ren- 
dered their gallant patriotism in 
the name of this Government some 
years ago by that great American 
ambassador, Josephus Daniels. 


The- most significant aspect of 
the Presidents visit in its effect 
upon hemispheric relations is to 
be found in his address in Mexico 
City. As a statement of what the 
policy of the United States Gov- 
ernment should be in its dealings 
with the other American republics 
it could hardly be improved upon. 


What Truman Sald. 


In the course of this address, 
President Truman said: 

“The good neighbor policy spe- 
cifically includes the doctrine of 
non-intervention. This assures 
each nation freedom for its own 
development. My country in com- 
mon with all the American repub- 
lics pledged itself at the confer- 
ence of Montvideo in 1933 and 
conference of Buenos Alres in 1936 
to observe the doctrine of non- 
intervention. What it means is 
that a strong nation does not have 
the right to impose its will, .by 
reason of its strength, on a weak- 
er nation. 

“The whole-hearted acceptance 
of this doctrine by all of us is the 
keystone of the inter-American 
system. .., It is part of the basic 
international law recognized by 
all the American republics. My 
own country will be faithful to 
the letter and to the spirit of that 
law.” 

The general approval given by 
public opinion here to the princi- 
ples laid down by the President 
was heartening. But as is so oft- 
en the case, the mere announce- 
ment of desirable policies in our 
foreign relations seems to be re- 
garded as equivalent to compli- 
ance with those policies. Leading 
newspapers, for example, have 
complacently announced that the 
Truman speech would end all sus- 
picions on the part of our Latin 
American neighbors, and bring 
about a new era of inter-Amer- 
ican understanding and co-opera- 
tion. 

The trouble is, of course, that 
the suspicions and resentments of 
our neighbors are not going to be 
ended by the mere delivery of 
speeches.

Study of Cycles. 
Indicates 1952 
As Slump Year 


Business Scientist 
Tells of Research 
Into Last 100 
Years.

He ig Edward R. Dewey, former 
chief economic analyst in the De- 
partment of Commerce and direc- 
tor of the Foundation for the 
Study of Cycles, With Edwin F. 
Dakin, author and public relations 
counsel, Dewey is the author of a 
new published book, “Cycles—the 
Science of Prediction,” which con- 
nag on ea open the way for 
a revolution in economics. 

Dewey says that, just as scien- 
tists now can predict accurately 
the rise'and fall of the tides and 
eclipses of the sun, it should be 
possible to forecast economic con- 
ditions if, as his evidence. indi- 
cates, they too fall into definite 
cycles. 

' His book summarizes studies in 
cycles which have been going on 
almost 100 years. It cites a cycle 
in wholesale prices which is said 
to run about 54 years from peak 
to peak; a “nine-year rhythm” 
which shows up in commodity 
and stock market prices; one of 
roughly 41 months in industria) 
production and another of around 
18 1-3 years in real estate, building 
and industrial activity. More than 
500 different kinds of economic 
cycles have been studied, and het- 
ter than half of these show fluc- 
oe of about 4l-month inter- 


a 


Effect of War on Cycles. 

Dewey says neither wars, New 
Deal measures nor even the 
“planned economies” of dictator 
states has stopped the basic 
rhythms, although he admits war 
dislocations can make peaks or 
valleys: much more severe than 
they would have been or even 
come at the wrong time. ~ 

If the rhythms continue, he sug- 
gests tough times may be imme- 
diately ahead for Americans. 
“Findings of which we may be 
reasonably sure,” he writes, “are 
that declines can be expected in 
business activity, wholesale prices, 
iron, steel and stock market prices, 
building and real estate. All the 
cycles are due to reach bottom in 
the early 1950s.” 

While studies in the Dewey- 
Dakin book do not go back “far 
enough to permit unqualified as- 
surance that the observed rhythms 
are beyond the result of chance,” 
the “expectancies” do not indicate 
a lengthy postwar boom. Instead, 
“the number of important rhythms 
that come to a low together around 
1952 suggest the possibility of a 
growing postwar crisis.” 

Predictions have been made in 
the past on ups and downs of in- 
dividual cycles, but this is said to 
be the first time the various cycles 
have been joined together for an 
over-all economic forecast. 

If cycles can be projected into 
the future to tell correctly the 
kind of business weather that is 
coming, Dewey says, economics 
ean be raised to the level of a 
science. . 

Causes of Cycles Unknown. 

He says the causes of cycles are 
unknown, and for this- reason 
some economists have not taken 
them seriously as an accurate way 
to forecast future probabilities. 
But Dewey argues that the causes 
of many things in the world which 
scientists accept as fact also are 
unknown, One theory, however, 
is that humans may be made to 
feel energetic or sluggish by rays 
from’ outer space. Dewey has 
charts showing a similarity be- 
tween the intensity of sun spots 
and business activity, but won't 
spin any theories about it. 

He denies also that he is a 
fatalist in saying that bad times 
seem destined to follow good ones 
regularly. He would make plans 
in good times to ease whatever 
hardships follow dips of the 


cycles. 

Although the actual number of 
students of cycles in both physical 
science and economic fields is 
small, a surprising number of 
rhythms already have been estab- 
lished. Researchers have found, 
for example, a nine and two-thirds 
year cycle prevailing in scores of 
varied things like Atlantic salmon, 
1 grouse, tent caterpillars, the 

bug and the rate of death 
from heart disease in the North- 
eastern United States. ms 
ef 18 and one-third years have 
been noted not only in building 
construction but in seemingly un- 
related things like wheat acreage 
and marriage. Numerous studies 
also have been published showing 
that the rise and fall of civili- 
zations follows chartable patterns. 

As director of the Foundation 
for the Study of Cycles, Dewey is 
a long-time student of the subject. 
The foundation includes on its ex- 
ecutive committee such well 
known figures as Harlow Shapley, 
President of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science, and Julian Huxley, Direc- 
tor-General of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural organization. It serves as a 
clearing house arid is supported by 
about 700 members. 

Dewey has a bachelor’s degree 
in ness from Harvard, but his 
app is more that of a scien- 
tist than of an economist. He 
envisions the day when business 
men in general turn to cycles to 
decide when to expect business 
booms and recessions.

LONDON (ONA-By Wireless) 


O one over here is likely to under-estimate the immense gravity 
of President Truman’s address to Congress. It was momentous 
in its content. It was significant in its timing. It was epoch- 


making in its implication. 


This was not a mere request to 
aid an unhappy nation in econom- 
lc difficulties; that would have 
been in the well-known tradition 
of American generosity. It was 
not an announcement that the 
power of the United States would 
be used to safeguard democratic 
governments from overthrow by 
internal conspiracy or external 
pressure. It was not even the di- 
rect application of some obliga- 
tion especially upon the United 
States under the charter of the 
United Nations. : 

In any realistic analysis, it must 
be taken, I think, as the an- 
nouncement that the United 
States is going to use its mas- 
sive power to limit the growth 
of Socialistic influence in general, 
and of Russian influence in par- 
ticular. 


“Patron and Suzerain.” 


It must be assumed that its 
issuance coincidentally with the 
meeting at Moscow was to’ under- 
line to the Russians that they have 
now reached a point beyond which 
the United States will not permit 
them to go, It means that Ameri- 
ca is willing, if President Tru- 
man has his way, to back up any 
regime it approves, wherever it 
may approve it. America is to be- 
come a combination of patron ot 
and virtually suzerain over any 
country it may think it advanta- 
geous to bring within its sphere 
of influence. 

We may omit President Tru- 
man’s fig-leaves for democracy 
and some of the _ regrettable 
things that have been done by the 
Greek Government, The fact is 
that there is no one who could 
honestly pretend that the present 
Greek Government is anything 
other than another form of the 
Metaxas dictatorship and _ that 
American dollars will be used to 
crush its opponents, as American 
advisers will be employed to 
teach the Tsaldaris-Zervas combi- 
nation how to destroy criticism 
efficiently. 

It is significant that President 
Truman did not even wait for 
the report of the United Nations 
commission of, inquiry before ask- 
ing for this aid for Greece. It 
is still more significant that he 
did not even suggest that its con- 
dition should be a widely-based 
government of all parties, based 
on a general amnesty and new 
elections. His one anxiety seems 
to have been to see that Greek 
reaction should be fully endowed 
lest it perish of its own inepti- 
tude and folly. 

Backing for Turkey. 

The proposed aid to Turk 
not less unmistakable. Its 
ernment is to be backed by Amer- 
ica to prevent any Russian access 
to the Mediterranean. President 
Truman does not explain why 
Russian ambitions for that access 
are any less reasonable than the 
American. He does not expiain 
why the whole problem of the 
Straits is not a matter either for 
the Security Council or the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers. In effect, 
he tells Turkey to stand firm 
against any Russian ambitions in 
the certainty that its Government 
will be backed by American dol- 
lars and, one must assume, later 
if need be, by other forms of 
American assistance. 

All this must be read in the 
context of the fact that the Amer-~ 
icans are now the principal in- 
fluence in Iran and that American 
oil deals in the Middle East must 
have been so vast in the last 
few years that the fantastic 
armies we maintain there look 
like nothing so much as insur 
ance agents for American invest- 


ents. 

a add to this the fact that Japan 
is now, for all serious purposes, 
a commercial colony of the United 
States and that if American 
troops have left China, at least 
the Generalissimo’s regime has 
been rearmed and is in no danger 
of reaching an agreement with 
the “Red” regime of Yenan. 

Add further, that America re- 
mains the most fervent opponent 
of the socializing of the Ruhr in- 
dustries, and that jt is said that 
there is a good deal of American 
money (though I do not believe 
Government money) behind the 
split in nag Ale ag pede a 

rim pattern ns to a 
"ane Economic Imperialism. 

It is, we must frankly face, a 
pattern of large-scale economic 
imperialism with no interest in 
the peoples of the countries in 
which it is now involved. We have 
heard nothing of an 
program to relieve illiteracy, pov- 
erty and disease in Iran; the 
American advisers there are-con- 
cerned with the Iranian Army, the 
Iranian police and Iranian fi- 
nance. There is, it is true, an 
American medical adviser who is 
to reorganize the Iranian Ministry 
of Health, but we have not heard 
of finances advanced for that pur- 


American 


pose, 

The Americans are building a 
vast pipeline from Saudi Arabia 
and we, it. appears, are uniting 
with our Standard Oil friends— 
those historic supporters of Social- 
ist democracy—to build a similar 
one with its outlet on the Palestin- 
ian coast. It isn’t really seriously 
illegitimate to infer that Foreign 
Secretary Bevin’s unique tender- 
ness for Arab  susceptibilities— 
which includes turning a blind eye 
both to the past and present of 
the Mufti and his like—hag its 
background in the policies of oil, 
and that the folly of Jewish ter- 
rorism in Palestine has been 
mostly a convenient cover for far 
larger operations. 

A Socialist Foreign Minister, 
even more, a _ Socialist Govern- 
ment, cannot seriously accept the 
position of a junior partner in 
this global American drive for

both oil and the best strategic 
means of building a new cordon 
sanitaire around Russia, without 
betraying the basic principles of 
the Socialism they profess. This 
is not the road to peace. It is 
the road to war. It is a ruthless 
endowment of the “American way 
of life” all over the world with a 
speed that is, in itself, a mon- | 
strous thing. 2 
American Way Versus. Socialism. 

Prime Minister Attlee and his 
colleagues are bound to bear in 
mind that the “American way of 
life” is passionately hostile to our 
own Socialist experiment, and that 
the Truman proposals are bound 
pretty quickly to make the United 
Nations among the first of their 
casualties, If they trail behind 
American policy, whether in the 
Middle Hast or elsewhere, as Pres- 
ident Truman has asked that it be 
defined, they will be backing 
monopoly-capit&lism abroad at the 
very hour when they are seeking 
to prevent the British people from 
once again becoming its victims at 
home. 

No foreign policy can directly 
contradict domestic policy without 
involving ‘the Socialist government 
in disaster. I do not believe that’ 
Prime Minister Attlee and his cab- 
inet colleagues have so little re- 
gard for the principles of the 
movement that placed them in 
gy by its devotion and sacri- 
ice, 

It is still too early to be confi- 
dent that President Truman will 
have kis way. This is not the pol- 
icy of Franklin D. Roosevelt, It is 
the strong-arm policy of American 
business, It is notable that though 
it appears to have won the approv- 
al of Senator Vandenberg it has 
not won that of Senator Taft and 
it has been strongly criticized by 
Henry Wallace. 

Piedge of Defense Next. 

As a policy, it won't stop at fi- 
nancial aid, least of all when this 
is proffered to reactionary gov- 
ernments that cannot count on the 
support of their own peoples. The 
next step will be a pledge of de- 
fense and America will find itself 
sending airplanes, ships, men and 
perhaps even the newest forms of 
atomic power to keep its puppets 
in office in Europe and Asia as it 
has kept them in office in Central 
and South America. 

Let us hope that the American 
people will warn Congress in time 
that it was not for these purposes 
that the war against Fascism was 
fought. The new American Am- 
bassador has called President Tru- 
man's address one “df the great 
State papers” of American history. 
It would, I think, be more explicit 
and more precise to say it is one 
of the biggest. steps the United 
States has so far taken in its en- 
deavor to arrest the development 
of Socialism in Europe, 

It is little Ress than flagrant 
hypocrisy to announce the need of 
aid to democracy and then to 
choose a Greek tyranny as its 
recipient. If President Truman 
wants to assist democracy, there 
is plenty for him to do in Spain 
and Portugal. 

We, at least, ought to make it 
decisively clear that we regard 
this policy as a direct denial of 
everything for which the United 
Nations stands. We ought to'make 
that clear without delay. We must 
not even seem to acquiesce in a 
threat to peace graver than any 
other since the advent of Hitler to 
power,

But Sweden, unlike the United 
States in a parallel case of over- 
abundant postwar spending power 
coupled with consumer goods in 
short supply, is tightening, not re- 
laxing, government controls, Ra- 
tioning in Sweden today is heavier 
than during the war.

The western countries are hit 
directly by the restriction on im- 
port licenses. These are being 
granted. only for. what Axel 
Gjoeres’ ministry of supply consid- 
ers goods most essential.

Neutral Sweden began piling up 
the. present economic crisis dur- 
ing the war.- Foreign trade was 
disrupted. In order to live, Swe- 
den traded with Germany. At one 
time the Third Reich was fur- 
nishing the Swedes with 54 per 
cent of their imports. 

Last autumn Sweden extended 
$278,000,000 in trade credits to the 
Soviet Union. For five years the 
Russians expect to get about 15 
per cent of Sweden's exports. 

This, the Swedes say, was not 
appeasement but a hard-headed 
business transaction. Whatever it 
was, Sweden's experiment in link- 
ing free enterprise alongside Com- 
munist economy isn’t likely to 
plug the gap left by a non-existent 
market with Germany. 

All of which adds up to this big 
worry for the Swedes: 

Can we continue our Middle 
Way against the force of such 
pressures or must we eventually 
compromise ourselves and line up, 
one way or another, with East or 
West?

Gain Shown Over January 
and Over 1946 Figure—

. LONDON, March’22 (AP)—Brit- 
ain’s miners produced more coal 
last month than they did in Feb- 
ruary 1946, despite the worst win- 
ter weather in more than 50 years. 
Average weekly, output from both 
deep shaft and strip mines, the 
Ministry of Fuel reported, was 
8,777,300 tons, compared with 3,-

PLANE’S FUSELAGE 


Revolutionary Bicycle - Type 
Device on Multiple Jet Bomb- 
et Known as B-48. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (UP) 
— The Army Air Forces revealed 
today it has a new multiple jet 
bomber with a revolutionary bi- 
cycle-type landing gear that folds 
into the. fuselage instead of the 
wings. 

The plane is expected to make 
its first flight this summer. It is 
designated the B-48 and was made 
by the Glenn L. Martin Co., Balti- 
more, Md 

The new type landing gear was 
designed for use on planes which 
must have an extremely thin wing. 
The engineers found there was no 
room in this wing to fold the huge 
wheels and landing gear necessary 
in a bomber, 

The bicycle landing gear is 
known as the “stump jumper.” 
There is a large wheel far forward 
and another aft of the bomb bay. 
Both fold into the fuselage. The 
plane also has two small landing 
wheels, mounted on each wing, 
that fold into the wing nacelles.

N Sept. 18, 1783, near Paris, in the presence of Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette, a sheep, a rooster and a duck made the- pur- 

-" ported “first air voyage of living creatures in history,” aboard 
ihe free balloon, Montgolfier. The voyagers reached an altitude of 
1500 feet. No record of the emotional reaction of the creatures was 
obtained. Instruments to chart such scientific phenomena did not 


exist at that time. 


On March 7, 1947, the United 
States War Department § an- 
nounced that at White Sands, N. 
M., it had fired a captured Ger- 
man V-2 rocket to an altitude of 
360,000 feet. By virtue of a new- 

iitype ribbon parachute, the war- 

head ofthe rocket, which con- 
itained infinitely complex instru- 
ments and a selected group of 
fruit flies, was recovered. 

Thrust free by an explosive 
charge from the speeding V-2 at 
its extreme altitude in the iono- 
sphere, the 52-pound reinforced 
aluminum warhead, containing 
fruit flies and instruments, re- 
quired more than an hour to float 
back to earth. Although the 
rocket had traveled at supersonic 
speed, and even the detached con- 
tainer had fallen at times at the 

frate of 2700 miles an hour, the 
flies, like the sheep, rooster and 
duck, survived. 

Tracked By Radar. 

Of immediate interest in the ex- 
periment is the fact that recovery 
of the warhead was made certain 
by tracking its fall with search 
radar, and that the ribbon para- 
chutes worked effectively under 
high frictional heat and heavy 
shock loads. 

Of greatest interest, however, at 
least to the writer, were the emo- 


tional reactions of the living or- 
ganisms employed in the tests. 

Admittedly, an accurate anal- 
ysis of the mental processes of 
low-level life, when subject to 
high-level experience, involves del- 
icate calculation: Yet who will 
deny that the chain of sequences 
which lead onward from primitive 
emotions to world conditions is 
not a logical military study? We 
should not be wise in discarding 
any available evidence, 

As understood by the writer, the 
first reaction of the fruit flies 
after the V-2. was launched, and 
here for the first time reported 
was one of incredulity. “It can't 
happen to us” might have ex- 
pressed their basic emotion. 

As the V-2 shot upward, and 
apparently about the time _§ it 
passed the troposphere, the fruit 
flies showed emotional tendencies 
toward admitting that something 
had happened nonetheless. This 
was followed by definite evidence 
of fright and a close huddling to- 
gether while the fright lasted. 

Common Concern Faded. 

Although the records are some- 
what blurred, this period of com- 
mon concern apparently gradually 
faded and, although still not know- 
ing where they were headed or 
that all inevitably shared a com-

‘NATURAL’ MUSIC 
EAR DEVELOPED 
IN COLLEGE TESTS 


Experiment Made to Learn If 
Sense of Pitch Is 
Hereditary. 


EVANSTON, Ill., March 22 (AP) 
—That “natural ear for music can 
be developed, reasearch conducted 
at Northwesterm University indi- 
cated today. 

Tests on a group of non-music 
students by Ruth E. Wyatt, assist- 
ant professor of the physics and 
psychology of music at Northwest- 
ern, showed they had acquired bet- 
ter musical pitch discrimination 
through training than was pos- 


sessed naturally by a group of 
music students, 

The experiments were conducted 
to test the theory of many experts 
that faulty pitch discrimination 
was largely hereditary and per- 
manently fixed in early childhood. 

As pitch discrimination involves 
comparison of tones sounded in 
succession, with a brief time inter- 
val between, the varied program 
of training stressed procedures 
that fostered the use of latent 
ability to retaifi clear auditory 
images of notes heard, 

Before training, both music stu- 
dents and non-music students 
groups ranked “low average” on 
pitch discrimination. After train- 
ing, the non-music group’s average 
rose to “good” whereas the aver- 
age of the music group rose to 


“excellent.”

Every year more than 100,-

they learn that one little secret. 

When a teacher takes charge 
of eight grades with as many 
as 50 children crowded into 
one reom around a coal stove 
she can rest assured that these 
youngsters will never allow her 
to get bored. If she learns to 
look at it in the right way, 
her job can be pleasant and 
entertaining. 

' The day I started teaching, 
One of my pupils, a 15-year-old

By 
the time I was aware of their 
difficulties, they were both

LOS ANGELES, March 22. 
UCH a thing often happened 


between the covers of gloomy ° 


Victorian novels—the alleged 
fate zwhich befell little Dora 
Jones—but it couldn't, people said 


. when they read about it, happen 


in this enlightened age. 
Yet Dora, a 5t-year-old Negro, 
been a slave, according to a 
Federal grand jury, for 40 of her 


57 years, and! most of that time - 


in the city of Boston, the cradle 
of liberty, where her alleged en- 
slavers were active in politics and 
civic affairs and moved in social 
circles which would have been 
shocked into unbelief had they 
known what was going on behind 
the walls of thé house from which 
Dora was seldom allowed to move. 


She was held in bondage, the 
grand jury found, by a dark and 
terrible secret, an indiscretion in 
Dora’s past, which her mistress, a 
woman of impeccable social back- 
ground and a moral code as stern 
as the Old Testament, held over 
her head. , 


Dora might have ended her days 
a slave, never knowing that she 
couldn’t be thrown into a jail cell 
for the rest of her life, had not 
her alleged enslavers’ own daugh- 
ter felt it “her duty as a Christ- 
tian” to tell the world what had 
beem going on in her home for so 
many years. 

Today Dora is free for the first 
time in all those years, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Wesley Ingalls, 
former Boston socialites and now 
residents of Coronado, Calif., are 
being held for trial under $2500 
bond each, charged with violation 
of the thirteenth amendment, the 
first such indictment in Califor- 
nia, ae to authorities, since 

the Civil War era.

light it was a sordid one, It 
seems that as far back as~she 
could remember Helen Ingalls 
Roberts, the daughter who first 
revealed the case to authorities, 
had known that something myster- 
ious was going on in her home.

A miserable, frightened creature 
after her years of servitude, Dora 
told her story as best she could to 
a United States Attorney:

I was 
born in Alabama, one of a family 
of 12. I don’t have much educa- 
tion—I know a little Scripture and 
I can name the books of the Old 
Testament.

During the years of her alleged 
slavery, Dora said she was never 
allowed to read a book .or a maga- 
zine or a newspaper. She said she 
had never seen a movie since the 
time she saw “Orphans of the 
Storm” which. was so long ago she 
couldn’t remember how long it 
had been. 


“It was in the South, near my 
old home, that I first knew Mrs.

Walter Harmon, Some time later

I always be- 
lieved what Mrs. Ingalls told me 
and I was afraid she'd turn me 
over to the police or try to have 
me put in séme kind of institu- 
tion.

His temperament fs not reserved 
for the players. An N.B.C. pho- 
tographer sent to do a job for the 
press department may be thrown 
out like any bum in a barroom, 
with a stream of Italian sizzling 
after him all the way to the exit 
sign, and N.B.C. has to wait for 
its pictures until the weather 
clears. Going to and from the 
studio and the dressing room, he

To avoid the embarrassment of 
making up answers, N.B.C, keeps 
him about as accessible as the 
crown jewels in the Tower of 
London. And that is the way Tos- 
canini likes it. Three men carry 
on most of N.B.C.’s business with 
him; they are his son, Walter, 
now an American citizen, execu- 
tive in the music division and a 
chip off the old block in his atti- 
tude toward the press; Samuel 
Chotzinoff, manager of the music 
division, and Al Walker, described 
as an executive assistant to an 
executive assistant to N.B.C.’s pres- 
ident. They are not only the 
maestro’s business associates but 
also his friends. 

His son calls him “Papa,” and 
go do other N.B.C. boys. Still 
other boys call him many other 
things whether or not strangers 
are present. But on the whole, 
unlike most great men, he is a 
prophet in his own land and the 
people who know him best like 
him most, though of course there 
is no m the admiration 
and affection of the millions of 
music lovers who dote on his 


name. 

New York is full of them, and 
those who can get tickets never 
miss the Sunday broadcasts. Last 
season, just 50 years after he had 
conducted the premiere of “La 
Boheme,” he conducted it on two 
successive programs, and it was 
one of the highlights of the city’s 


entire season. This year he has 
done “La Traviata” and Berlioz’s 
dramatic symphony, “Romeo and 
Juliet.” Singers in Europe as well 
as in America have a double ideal: 
not only to sing at the Metro- 
politan Opera but also with Tos- 
canini. 

He holds three rehearsals a 
week; when he has chorus and 
soloists, he rehearses them 
separately as well as with orches- 
tra at regular sessions. Even when 


he is not conducting, he’s on the 
job. He listens to the broadcasts, 
comes back later and lets the 
players know his low opinion of 
the way they have been playing 
for conductor Soandso, and com- 
plains of this wrong note or that 
misinterpretation. He has called 
off more than one recording ses- 
sion because he was dissatisfied 
with the way his men were play- 
ing, and that costs RCA Victor 
several thousand dollars a throw. 
x * * 

E feels free to criticize other 
H orchestras. A friend calling 

on him recently was asked 
whether he had heard the new 
recording of a Tchaikovsky sym- 
phony by a conductor and orches- 
tra famous the world over, The 
friend had not. Well then he must, 
the maestro declared. He couldn't 
find the album. The entire house- 
hold was summoned to the 
frenzied search and Toscanini 
himself helped out on his hands 
and knees. Once found, it was put 
on the machine and the needle 
dropped inaccurately so that the 
start was all deafening squawk 
and scratch. Then for both sides 
of all the four or five records, 
the maestro took it to pieces 
cruelly and mercilessly. 

.But it is said that he does the 
same thing, or almost, with his 
own recordings. He knows if he 
has ermed at a concert, too, for 
his critical faculties are reportedly 
so keen that they threaten some- 
times to check his wonderful

Some states, however, are en- 
in serious attempts to 
halt the divorce procession. 
Tennessee's legislature has con- 
sidered two bills to make di- 
vorce more difficult. One would 
entail temporary divorce de- 
crees not fina! for six months; 
the. other would slow up 
“quickie divorces” by prohibit- 
ing action in a case until 30 
days after the defendant had 
been notified. : 
Wisconsin’s legislature re- 


States Lack Uniform Divorce Laws 


ceived a bill requiring di- 
vorced men, who have minor 
children, to obtaih court per- 
mission before remarrying. It 
was aimed at men who had 
records of non-support or 
whose incomes could not sup- 
port two families. In Michi- 
gan, a proposed law would 
change the residence require- 
ments from one to two years 
and provide for ‘a six-months’ 
cooling-off period before trial 
of the suit.

When you 
have two children, however, if 
you divide your attention fairly, 
then each youngster gets only 50 
per cent, With three children, you 
can give each one only 331-3 per 
cent. With four, it drops to 25 
per cent. 

Now. I don’t mean to say that 
all “only” children will enter a 
divorce. court, but my findings 
showed that if an “only” scn mar- 
ries an “only” daughter, they have 
only a 50-50 chance of staying 
happily married. One out of every 
two such marriages ended in di- 
vorce, . 

Therefore, parents, please give 
your children human playmates in 
their own home to help socialize 
them and thus prepare them for 
happiness in their later marriage. 
If you can’t have more than one 
child, or can’t . adopt another 
youngster, af least give your only 
son or daughter a puppy, for even 
a pet helps divide paréntal atten- 
tion and also stimulates the 
youngsters to think about the 
hunger and welfare of a weaker 
creature in the same home, 


But after parents have vac- 
cinated their children against di- 
vorce by these methods, then you 
young people must likewise do a 
little vaccinating yourselves after 
you arrive at the dating age. 

Marriage is a partnership, and 
should be entered with a lifetime 
goal in. mind, But if you young 
folks were going to pledge your 
future life to a business partner 


‘and guarantee to give him your 


pay check every week as long as 
you lived, wouldn’t you have 
enough gumption to analyze that 
person thoroughly? You’d want to 
know if that man were reliable 
and pleasant to deal with and 
courteous and kind, wouldn't you? 

Yet many young people rush 
into marriage after only a few 
days or weeks of hectic courtship. 
They may never have visited with 
the prospective in-laws at all. They 
may never have interviewed the 
school teachers or friends and 
neighbors of their prospective 
mate. No, they take his or her 
word for everything and rush 


blindly into what should be a life- 
time partnership. — 

So never marry until you have 
visited the relatives. Try to get all 
the relevant data possible about 
your sweetheart’s personality. In- 
terview his.or her boss, or have a 
friend do it for you. Then parade 
your sweetheart before 
friends and relatives and listen to 
their opinions. 

For when you are swept off your 
feet by the intoxication of love, 
you should realize that your judg- 
ment isn’t always working too 
well, Be grateful for outside ad- 
vices Your relatives and friends 
are usually sincerely interested in 
your future happiness. And their 
opinions are not clouded by in- 
fatuation. So they can view your 
sweetheart more disinterestedly. 
Maybe they aren’t always correct 
in their judgments, but at least 
ask for their opinions and be very 
careful when you decide to: pit 
your judgment against the com- 
bined opposition of your, family 
and friends.

HEN you have finally made 
Wrour choice, be sure you are

You also take greater in- 
terest in civic affairs and the tax 
rate, as well as the selection of 
good men for public office. 

Plan to have at least two or 
more children, spaced about two 
years apart so the youngsters will 
be of maximum value to each 
other as playmates.

Some of these reasons 
are economic; others are legal 
and moral. Besides, it is far bet- 
ter for children to be reared in 
a happy home where father and 
mother are devoted to each other. 

And you wives can easily hold 
your husband’s devotion through 
your golden wedding anniversary, 
if you will simply function as sev- 
eral women, which means func- 
tioning as playmate and pal, 
sweetheart and siren, as well: as 
housekeeper and mother. That’s 
a big’ job for a woman but happy 
marriage requires bigness of per- 
sonality. 

Spend more time learning the 
sex psychology of men, and never 
let another woman poach on your 
domain. Your husband belongs to 


you, but you must work to keep 
him. 

Happiness in marriage doesn’t 
come from lazily drifting along, 
vainly believing that just because 
he signed the marriage license - 
and promised to love you till 
death do you part, that such an- 
cient history will insure your mar- 
riage today. For you cannot pledge 
emotions for future delivery, as 
you can merchandise. 

Just because he promised 20 
years ago that he would always 
love you, doesn’t mean he loves 
you now. You must evoke his love 
and elicit it by your charms now. 

You all know that it would be 
silly for you: to promise me that 
tomorrow at noon you would be 
violently angry. When noon ar- 
rived, even though somebody then 
reminded you of your pledge, that 
fact still wouldn’t make you angry.

Dramatist Probes 


Tormented Souls 
By Myles Standish 


DVANCEx intelligence being pretty aketchy on Kugene O’Neill’s 
A latest produced play, “A Moon for the Misbegotten,” we set out 

to get a script. By wheedling, cajolery and threats, leaving a 
goodly portion of our right arm for security, and by. pfomising not 
to make any nasty cracks, we pried one loose from Joe Heidt, genial 
Theater Guild publicity chief. So we're, able to report what the play, 
which opens tomorrow night at the American, is all about, 


“Moon” is a four-act, five-character drama of ordinary length 
about some Irish-Americans, laid in Connecticut in 1923. What

Josie's father persuades her to try to trick Tyrone into a shotgun 
marriage, but the plan misfires, Tyrone and Josie spend the night 
in the moonlight (they are the “misbegotten”) in front of her house, 
getting drunk and revealing their true selves to each other. In the 
common bond of despair and compassion, they find theniselves in 
love. There is a brief spirituai communion that is broken by reality 
and the dawn. Tyrone leaves, again alone with his tortured spirit. 
Josie says, “May you have your wish and die in your sleep. soon, 
Jim, darling. May you rest forever in forgiveness and peace,” and

IT 18 EVIDENT from the script that O’Neill has lost none of 
his mastery as a craftsman. Even though his three main characters 
have little to do physically, the dialogue has throughout a vigorous 
forward propulsion. The play contrasts the rowdy humor of the first 
act (Josie picks up a sawed-off broom handle to greet her father 
with, saying, “Not that I need it, but it saves his pride”) with the 
pathos of the third and the poetic touches of the fourth,’ 

The language throughout is rough. Hogan addresses his daugh- 
ter as “You lazy cow,” and she responds with “You drunken loon,” 
er “You bad-tempered runt.” Their verbal. assault on their rich 
neighbor is a model of vituperation. There is alot of cursing. There 
is some siang, circa 1923—‘‘one of these heebie-jeebie nights when 
the booze keeps you awake,” “Bright Eyes,” ete, The Irish cadence 
of speech is attempted, though we don’t believe O'Neill has quite 
captured the poetic lilt of the Irish idiom and speech, as it has been 
done in the plays of Synge and O'Casey. O'Neill's poetic thoughts 
sometimes are caught half-way between the horns of self-conscious- 
ness and the naturalistic, so now and then they’re a little awkward. 
The playwright doesn't seem to us to have a fine ear for natural 
istic dialogue, nor for slick reproduction of it. But his language has 
harsh power. Towards the eM, it reaches into the poetic.

The Guild interviewed 200 applicants, most of them ‘show- 
girls who couldn't act, before they got Mary Welch for the part. She 
had to put on 30 pounds to fill the requirements of the role, she’s 
anxious to point out. 

James Dunn, veteran of dozens of Irish roles in the eles: is 
Tyrone. J. M, Kerrigan, the fine Abbey Theater and movie player, 
was originally the father, but it was felt his interpretation was too 
mild.

roles. Arthur Shields directed the 
Theater Guild production. 

This is O'Neill's thirty-eighth 
play to be produced, In 1934, the 
three-time Pulitzer prize winner 
and winner of the Nobel prize, de- 
serted the commercial stage for 
a country home in California and 
unhurried creative writing. There 
he worked. on his two dramatic 
cycles—one 11 plays long, to be 
called “A Tale of Possessors Selif- 
dispossed,” -- on ‘Moon for the 
Misbegotten;" on “A Touch of the 
Poet” (to be produced next year); 
on “Long Day's . Journey Into 
Night” (not to be produced until 
25 years after the author’s death): 
and on “The Iceman Cometh,” 
(produced on Broadway last fall, 
and to come here soon.) . 

A paralytic stroke and palsy 
forced him to give up his writing 
for five years and move to San 
Francisco, He returned East in 
1945 to turn his “Iceman” over to 
the Theater Guild. The 58-year- 
old dramatist has closely followed 
the production of “A Moon for the 
Misbegotten.” Five special dress 
rehearsals were staged for him in 
a theater in New York at a cost 
of $7000 before it was allowed to 


‘go on the road.

in a boiled salad dressing. 

This dressing can be made with 
either vinegar or lemon juice or 
both, but when either is used, the 
observing cook will find to her 
surprise that the more acid used, 
the thicker the dressing becomes 
for a given amount of egg yolks. 
The reason is that the citric acid 
in lemon juice or the acetic acid 
in vinegar aids in coagulating or 
thickening the salad dressing mix- 
ture; For example, if one-half cup 
of either lemon juice or vinegar 
is used, the dressing will thicken 
faster than if only one-fourth cup 
were used. 

Therefore, the cook needs to 
stay on the job while the dressing 
is cooking and, the instant it be- 


The following salad dressing 
should thicken between 175 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit. If it continues to 
cook above this temperature, the 
dressing becomes inner and it 
will eventually curdle. A dressifig 
made with all lemon juice is 
slightly thinner than one made 
with all vinegar. The dressing is 
especially good with fruit, either 
used plain or with some whipped 
cream folded into it. When some 
sour cream is folded in, it is well 
adapted to making cole slaw. 
When combined with mayonnaise, 
it becomes an excellent dressing 
for chicken salad.

Panel Discussion and Two Opening

Visitors to the City Art Mu- 
seum have been showing special 
interest in the exhibition of Cur- 
rier and Ives prints which opened 
there last week, Turnstile at- 
tendants, who direct the public, 
sai¢ many school children in- 
quired about the show and were 
observed to spend most of their 
— before the views of pioneer 

fe. 

Included are action pictures of 
Indian fights, with the white man 
triumphant or about to be. “The 
Surprise” apparently depicts the 
secret weapon of the period. 
Indian on -horseback, wearing 
feathers and an astonished look, 
is trying unsuccessfully to evade 
an early settler’s lasso. 

“The Last War-Whoop” shows 
a crouching Indian, hand to open 
mouth, presumably in an effort to 
summon aid. He is confronted 
by a mounted pioneer with drawn 
pistol, who is unharmed but with 
an arrow through his trousers 
leg. In the background the only 
reinforcements approaching are 
white mien. 

‘ A World of Contentment, 

In “Catching a Tartar, an Inci- 
dent in the Life of a Hunter,” a 
w , armed only with a 
knife, is about to be gored by the 
antlers of a charging moose. 
These, however, are the most dis- 
quieting prints. The majority de- 
pict an idyllic world of content- 
ment and plenty and account for 
the quotation used by the mu- 
seum to describe the lithog- 
raphers as “Print Makers to the 
American People.” 

“The Pioneer’s Home” shows 
hunters returning to a comfort- 
able cabin in a clearing near a 
brook. They are laden with a 
deer, pheasants and a wild turkey. 
In the same bucolic mood, sug- 
gestin, “All's right with the 
world,” are “The Pleasures of 
Winter,” “The Old Homestead” 
and “The Pleasures of the Coun- 
try.” Currier, born in 1813, and 
Ives, 11 years later, antedated the 
art of social consciousness in 
America. 

Most. of the exhibits are in the 
lithographers’ familiar bright, if 
now trite, colors. Two portraits, 
of Robert E. Lee and Abraham 
Lincoln, are unusual in that they 
are of black and white. Many of 
the views concern the Midwest in 
general and the Mississippi river 
valley in particular, The show, 
including about 65 prints on loan 


from St. Louis collectors and oth- 
ers in the East, is to extend 
through April. Miss Mary Pow- 
ell, supervisor of education at the 
museum, wile speak on the prints 
tomorrow evéning at 8 o'clock, 
Priat by Muirhead Bone.

AUTOS LEVELING OFF 


Not Confined to Any One 
Price Field, Charts on Un- 
filled Orders Indicate. 


DETROIT, March 22 (AP)—The 
demand for new passenger auto- 
mobiles, after mounting almost 
vertically since V.-J. day, has be- 
gun to level off—at the highest 
point in the industry’s history. 

This is disclosed in the unfilled 
orders charts maintained by the 
general sales managers on the 
basis of surveys made every 10 
days. 

While the leveling off is not con- 
fined to any one price field, indi- 
cations are it will bring a balanc- 
ing of supply and demand in the 
highest and middle price brackets 
earlier than was expected a few 
months ago. 

Ultimately, of course, the manu- 
facturers in the lower price field, 
represented chiefly by Chevrolet, 
Ford and Plymouth, will catch up 
with their bank of unfilled orders. 
That point, however, is not now in 
sight, according to industry au- 
thorities. 

In appraising the outlook for the 
heavier volume automobile pro- 
ducers the sales chiefs cite these 
major factors: 1, Their backlog 
of orders calls for more vehicles 
than they will produce in 1947. 
2. The impetus that will result 
from new model presentation will 
more than carry the lower price 
division through 1948. 

The backlog of orders for the 
lower priced cars alone aggre- 
gates around 2,500,000 and although 
mew orders are not piling up as 
rapidly as they were a few weeks 
ago, the total is holding steady at 
top levels.

OASTING meats en brochette is a continental cook- 
ing method. It means simply impaling choice bits 
of meat on a thin metal skewer and broiling them 

slowly near a fire. American skewer cooking, as done 
by Thomas Ferrario, chef at Hotel Mark Twain, begins . 
with broiling and ends with oven roasting. An example 
of this type of cooking is chicken livers en brochette, 
which he serves with his adaptation of sauce aux fines 
herbes (pronounced oh feen zairb). 

This sauce is based on brown stock, familiar to 
chefs as espagnole. To make the stock, first cut in 
pieces one-half pound brisket of veal or beef. Add a 
small beef bone and brown the pieces well in about 
two tablespoons butter. Then add one cup water, heat, 
and remove all to a saucepan. Add one and a 
quarts water and simmer until broth has been red 
by half. Strain and set aside. 

For the sauce, melt one tablespoon butter in a 
saucepan. Add one toe of garlic and three shallots, 
minced fine, and three mushrooms, chopped. Braise 
for five or 10 minutes. Add two tablespoons finely 
minced parsley and one quart espagnole broth. Stir 
frequently to prevent scorching.
